‘WASHINGTON, March 9.—President 
McKinley’s hands have been upheld 
by both branches of the American Con- 
gress. With enthusiasm, fervor and 
promptness almost unparalleled in the 


Sendie- in time of'peace, that body to- 
| day passed the emergency appropria- 


tion bill carrying $183,000 of deficiencies 
and placing at the disposition of the 
President $50,000,000 for national de- 
fense. The vote by which the measure 
was passed was unanimous. Seventy- 
-six short, sharp and emphatic speecnes 
were delivered in favor of the bill, each 
one being simply a ringing “Aye” during 
roll-call upon the passage of the meas- 
ure. Not only did every Senator pres- 
ent register his vote in favor of the bill, 
but for every absent member the au- 
thoritative announcement was made 
that if he were present he would vote 
aye. | 

From the time the bill was presented 


| to the Senate by Mr. Hale of Maine, 


until it was passed, mot an inharmo- 
nious note was sounded. Party lines 
were swept aside. In a general out- 
burst of patriotic feeling, pairs were 
broken, every Senator being amxious 
to register his vote on the measure. 

It was just 12:13 o’clock when Mr. 
Hale reported the bill to the Senate 
and asked that it be placed on its pass- 
age. The members of the Committee 
on Appropriations had previously en- 
tered into an arrangement whereby 
there would be no debate on the bill; and 
after it was read Vice-President Ho- 
“bart, placed it immediately on its pass- 
age. 
reported to the Senate the Vice-Presi- 
dent announced its unanimous passage. 
The business was accomplished tro 
quickly that most of the people who 
crowded the galleries scarcely realized 
that the measure, so far as Congfess 
was concerned, had become a law. 

Some of the spectators fully grasped 
the meaning of the Senate’s action, and 
when the announcement of the vote 
was made a murmur of applause ran 
through the galleries. The members of 
the Senate, however, maintained a 
dignified silence, the realization among 
all of them being keen that a situation 
which warranted the passage of so un- 
usual a measure was too grave to 
prompt an out»urst of applause. 
nestness and determination. were evinced 
on both sides of the chamber, but there 
was not a note of levity that would 
detract from the _ geriousness of the 
work perfected. 

The House devoted itself to routine 
business today. The Executive, Legis- 
lative and Judicial Appropriation Bill 
went through its last stages in the 
adoption of the final conference report, 
and the remainder of the day was con- 
sumed in the consideration of the Sen- 
ate amendment to the Indian Appro- 
priation Bill. The substitute for the 
Senate provision regarding the open- 
ing of the Uncompahgre reservation 
was knocked-out on a point of order, 
and the amendment goes back to con- 
ference.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—SENATE. 
Two hours before the Senate convened 
today, spectators began to appear in 
the galleries to secure seats, and long 
before 12 o’clock the public and re- 
served galleries were filltd. In the cor- 
ridors outside were long lines of 


surging people anxious to secure 
admission to witness a_ session of 
the Senate that, in its con- 


sequences, if not in its actual proceed- 
ings, gave promise of being momentous, 
In fact, it was thought that the Sen- 
ate’s action today might mark the be- 
ginning of a new epoch in the country’s 
history. Among the spectators were 
scores of ladies. 

On the floor of the Senate the attend- 
ance was unuswally large when the 
Vice-President’s gavel fell, calling the 
body to order. Several members and 
officers of the House were in the cham- 
ber. 

Among the bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Sewell of New Jersey, estab- 
lishing government protection of hom- 
ing pigeons. 

At the conclusion of the morning 
business Mr. Hale of Maine of the Ap- 
propriations Committee quietly rose 
and said: “I report from the Commit- 
tee_on Appropriations without amend- 
ment an act to supply urgent deficien- 
cies for the current year and for other 
purposes, and I ask that it be placed on 


its passage.” 


The bill was the measure appropriat- 
ing $50,183,000, of which $50,000,000 was 
placed at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent for the national defense. Amid in- 
tense silence the bill was read. At the 
conclusion of the reading, there being 
no amendment to the bill, it was placed 
on its passage.. 

Mr. Hale asked that the yeas and 
nays be called. Such unanimity as 
the roll call developed was as unusual 
as it was significant, Pairs were broken 
on both sides of the chamber in order 
that all those present might evince 
their patriotism and desire to uphold 


the hands of the President in this time 


of emergency, by voting directly for 
the measure. 

Within twenty-six minutes after the 
Senate had convened, the roll call had 
been completed and the Vice-President 
had announced that the bill was passed, 
seventy-six Senators voting in the 
affirmative and not one in the negative. 

As the Vice-President made his an- 
nouncement, a slight ripple of applause 
ran through the galleries, but the mem- 
bers of the Senate remained calm and 
dignified, repressing the enthusiasm 
which, it was evident from the smiling 
faces and intense interest manifested 
jority of’ them ‘felt. 

During the roll call it was authori- 
tatively announced for every absent 
Senator that if he were present he 
would have yoted aye. 

Mr. McMillen of Michigan, in making 
the announcement for Mr. Thurston, 
said: “My colleague is unavoidably de-_ 
tained from the Senate, but if he were 
here he would vote aye.” 

Mr. Vest of Missouri suggested sotto 
voce that Mr. Thurston might vote in 
Havana (where Mr. Thurston is now,) 
and the sally created a laugh among 
those near by. 

When Mr. Perkins of California 
made a similar announcement for Mr. 
White of California, he said: “My 
senior partner, if he were here——’”’ 
and then, catching himself, joined good- 
naturedly in the general laugh which 
followed. 

Mr. Chandler. of New Hampshire 
presented the following resolution, 
which indicates that the disaster to 
the battleship Maine is to have a thor- 
ough investigation by the Senate: 

“Resolved, that in conducting the in- 
quiry into the cause of the destruc- 
tion of the battleship Maine in Havana, 
on February 15, 1898, under resolution 
of the Senate, on February 21, the 
Committee on Naval Affairs is hereby 
authorized to send for persons and pa- 
pers, to employ a stenographer and to 
make investigation by the full commit- 
tee, or by sub-committees thereof, the 
expenses of said investigation to be 
paid from the contingent fund of the 
Senate.” 

The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Contingent Expenses. 

At 12:40 p.m., on inotion of Mr. 
Davis of Minneapolis, chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, the 
Senate went into executive session. 

The Senate adjourned at 1:35 r.m.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The fea- 
tures of. the day’s events were the 
promptitude with which the Senate 
passed the House bill authorizing an 
appropriation of $50,000,000 for the na- 
tional defense and the haste with which 
it .was put through the formal pro- 
ceedings, engrossed and signed by the 
President. While the matter has been 
considered, it can be stated that the 
funds have not yet been allotted among 
the various branches of the govern- 
ment services. Each of these had pre- 
pared, roughly and tentatively, an es- 
timate of the funds it could dispose 
of to advantage, but upon looking over 
the ground, the President concluded 
that it would be well perhaps, to avoid 
making the allotments until the ne- 
cessity became apparent. The reason 
back of this is that the sum that can 
be profitably spent for warships cannot 


even be guessed at with approximation 


to accuracy just now. — 

As the ships are to be first choice 
in the steps for defense, until their 
cost is ascertained, it is not possi- 
ble to divide the remainder of the ap- 
propriations among the other branches 
of the military and naval service: 

The Secretary of the Navy is making 
every effort to secure from our naval 
attachés and by diplomatic officers 
abroad all information obtainable re- 
specting the number of ships building 
their price and other data. This does 


not necessarily interfere with the exe-- 


cution of the plans confided to Capt. 
Brownson, who sailed for Sowthamp- 
ton today, but rather promisés to as- 
sist him materially in making speed 
with his inquiries. Up to this moment 
not only has the government bought 
no warship, but it hag not even se- 
cured an option on one.

NAVAL MOVEMENTS, 


Watched With Interest—A 
Stenographer’s Return. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.? 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Naval 
movements, no matter how insignifi- 
cant, are now watched with unusual 
interest, in view of their possible con- 
nection with the plans of the govern- 
ment for the naval defense in event of 
an outbreak of hostilities. Conse- 
quently. the arrival of the gunboat 
Mathias at Norfolk this morning gave 
rise to all sorts of speculation. As a 
matter of fact, this vessel, which has 
just concluded a three-year’s cruise on 
the Asiatic station, was orderéd home 
about two months ago, long before the 
present situation had reached anything 
like an acute stage. She made the 
voyage in a leisurely manner by way 
of the Suez Canal, and the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and made an.uninterrupted 
run from Funchal, Madeira Islands, to 
Hampton Roads, consuming about sev- 
enteen days on her trip. 

She is said to be in need of a thor- 
ough overhauling, and undoubtedly will 
be docked for that purpose. In case 
she should be needed, however, it would 
not take very long to put her in condi- 
tion for actual service. Inasmuch as 
there is no apparént necessity for re- 
inforcing the already formidable fleet 
in the vicinty of Key West, it is more 
than likely that the Machias will re-

main where she is for some time to 


come. 

The gunboat Castine of the South 
Atlantic station, which recently went 
to St. Lucia in the Windward Islands 
for the purpose of receiving slight re- 
pairs, left that port yesterday for Bar- 
badoes. . 

The Cincinnati, flagship of the South 
Atlantic station, is also at the latter 
port, and it is expected that both ves- 
sels will remain there for the present, 
awaiting a decision of the department 
as to whether they shall return to the 
South Atlantic stations or come to the 
United States for such service as. may 
be required of them in the event of a 
outbreak of hostilities. ¢ 
Inasmuch as the return to Wash- 
ington of Mr. Hulz, who acted as one 
of the stenographers of the court of 
inquiry at Key West, has been made 
the basis for the assumption that he 
brought to the Secretary of the N&vy 
a report from the court and also that 
he gave the Secretary what purported 
to be the conclusions of the court as to 
the cause of the Maine disaster, it may 
be stated by authority of the Secretary 
that he has not seen nor communicated 
with Hulz since the latter’s return, nor 
does he expect to do so. So far as can 
be gathered, Hulz left the court of in- 
quiry because it had no longer need 
of his services. There was more than 
one stenographer employed by the court 
at, the time when it was deemed es- 
sehtial to make haste in taking the 
testimony of the survivors of the wreck 
in the early stages. When that had 
been done, it was possible to proceed 
before the court with less stenographic 
assistance and Hulz was allowed to re- 
turn to Washington. 

CARLOADS OF “WAR.”

ATLANTA (Ga.,) March 9.—Five car- 
loads of war material for Galveston 
and three big 10-inch guns, bound for 
Pensacola, passed through Atlanta to- 
night.

NOTES FROM BRITAIN, 


Stock Market Less Feverish—Spain’s 
Purchases Denied. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 
NEW YORK, March 9.—A dispatch 
to the Tribune from London says the 
stock market is less feverish, but 
without any decided return of confi- 
dence in the American list. The sit- 
uation in America was regarded in the 
street as more pacific since the with- 
drawal of the demand for the recall of 
Gen. Lee removed the most alarming 
menace of war. National defense bills 
are always considered in England as 
peace measures, and this is the in- 
terpretation placed here on the vote 
of a credit of $50,000,000. There is Ht- 
tle comment in the press on the pros- 
pect of war, but what there is of it 

is friendly to America. | 

The rumored purchase by Spain of 
six warships now in English and 
French dockyards is repeated, with a 
series of denials from all the legations 
interested. It is probable that the re- 
fusal of these vessels has been  ob- 
-tained, but there is still some uncer- 
tainty respecting their delivery. Only 
two of them can be ready for sea 
within a month, and the completion 
of the remaining four will require 
from three to nine months. The pur- 
chase of these vessels, if effected, will 
indicate whether the Spanish consider 
war likely to occur within two or 
within nine months, for no ship not 
finished before the outbreak of hostili- 
ties can be delivered by any neutra! 
country. 


The Manchester Guerdian announces 


that Mr. Goschen may announce the 
purchase of several of these ships for 
England. The Spanish government 
undoubtedly has money available in 
London for buying war vessels, if she 
can get them. United States. naval 
agents will find few warships in the 
European market for early delivery 
unless the Spanish options are given up. 

The important question now dis- 
cussed by naval and diplomatic offi- 
cers relates to the coal supply of the 
belligerents from neutral ports. During 
the war of 1870 large quantities of coal 
were exported from England to 
France, although Bismarck protested 
against it. If the same practice were 
repeated, English coal could be shipped 
to Havana for the use of the Spanish 
fleet in time of war, moreover, while 
it would he a breach of neutrality to 
convert Massau, Kingston, or other 
British West Indian ports into regu- 
lar coaling stations for the Spanish 
fleet, the opinion of some experts here 
is that any belligerent ship entering 
neutral waters can obtain sufficient 
coal to carry her to the nearest harbor 
under her own flag. Coal is a8 essen- 
tial as powder or guns to naval war- 
fare, but the neutrality practice re- 
specting it has not been settled, even 
by the Geneva award. 

SPAIN GETS A LOAN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 9.—The New 
York correspondent saw in the House 
of Commons lobby the head of one 
of the largest and best-known ship- 


firms on the Cly¢e, who. 
said: 
“I know positively that Spain is 


hunting not only for cruisers, but for 
eight fast steamships, which are tu be 
converted into unarm»red cruisers, and 
fitted with quick-firing guns. Ste has 
been on the lookout for vessels for 
several weeks, but the ditficulty, of 
course, is lack of raoney. No British 
shipbuilder would permit her to remove 
any craft without prepaymeut in full. 
“I have also just heard thut her con- 
templated purchases which have been 
hanging fire for financial reasons, are 
about being completed, as the Spanish 
government has made arrangements... 
for a loan through Foulds bank of 
Paris, with a French syndicate. Sen- 
timent as well as self-interest prcmpts 
France to assist Spain .against the 
United States, and France is -he only 
European country where Spain stanés 
the slightest chance of obtaining finan- 
cial help.”

_ KEY WEST (Fla.,) March 9.—The 
British cruiser Cordelia of the North. 
Atlantic squadron arrived here this 
afternoon from Balize, British Hon- 
duras. special significance at- 
taches to her coming, as her mail has 
been awaiting her here for the last 
three weeks, and the United States 
officials were notified some time ago 
of her intended visit. The Cordelia is 
about equal in fighting capacity to the 
Raleigh. 

The Mallory liner Nueces arrived here 
today with 6026 packages of the pro- 
visions for the starving Cubans and 820 
cases of ammunition.

It is not unlikely, 
however, that the department will re- 
guire the army to turn from the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle now in use, and adopt 
in part at least, one of the American- 
made guns.

It is of Amer- 
ican make, and has been adopted by 
the British government as the stan- 
dard arm, a million being now in the 
hands of British soldiers.

the choice of a rifle. He continued his 
advocacy of it, and in view of his 
ranking positon in the army, his view 
will have much weight. This gun is 
used by the United States navy, ana 
this is being urged as another point in 
its favor, as the reserve supply would 
be available for either branch of the 
government service. 

The Ordnance Bureau of the War 
Department has control of the letting 
of contracts for rifles, small arms, etc. 
The officials of the bureau observe 
great reticence, feeling that the pub- 
lication of what they are doing would 
prejudice the interests of the govern- 
ment. But the closing of contracts is 
almost a question of time, for the heads 
of departments are agreed that these 
supplies are the first to be secured. 

Like attention is being given to sup- 
plies of powder, cartridges, etc., for 
the army. Those in authority say or- 
ders can be filled without delay, and 
that about the only branch of or4- 
nanee on which the facilities are not 
fully up to an emergency demand are 
those of heavy fortification guns. 
-Sefior Mendonca, the Brazilian Min- 
ister, said today that he had received 
no information as to the reported 
negotiations toward the purchase of 
Brazilian warships, now in course of 
construction in foreign yards. In 
other official quarters the impression 
is growing that there is better pros- 
pect of securing ships now building ‘for 
Argentina and Chile. Brazil has been 
active of late in building up”her navy, 
and there is doubt as to her willingness 
to part, 
building for her. ‘These include two 
fronclads building at the Armstrong 
yards, two ironclads at La Sienne, 
France, and three torpedo-boat catch- 
ers at Stettin, Germany. Consider- 
able payments have been made on 
these, and they have become largely 
the property of Brazil. ’ 

It is claimed, however, that the re- 
port of a treaty between Brazil and 
Chile, which would prevent either 
from selling a ship unless the other 
sold one at the Same time, is er- 
roneous. 


MILES CONFERS WITH ALGER. 


Discusses the Disposal of the Funds 
Appropriated. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NBW YORK, March 9.-—-A. special to 
the Herald from Washington says 
(Maj.-Gen. Miles conferred with Secre- 
tary Alger on the general situation, 
and discussed with him particularly 
the redistribetion of the artillery and 
plans of the expenditure of the portion 
of the expected appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 in the purchase of ordnance and 
ammunition. Gen. Miles said last night: 

“We do not know how much of. the 
new appropriation the President will 
decide to allot to the War Department, 
but it is not likely that any definite 
apportionment will be made to each 
department, but expenditures of differ- 
ent amounts will be authorized accord- 
ing to the necessity of the situation. 
No new contracts have yet been made 
by the department in view of the new 
appropriation, but many large ones are 
under consideration for rapid-fire and 
large-caliber seacoast guns, ammuni- 
tion, etc. Some of these contracts will 
be for ordnance ready to hand and 
others for supplies to be manufactured. 
Representatives of the most important 
ordnance manufacturers were at the 
department today, and important con- 
tracts will be awarded in a day or two. 

“All the preparations which will be 
made will, in all probability, be no 
greater than the department would 
have made long ago if we had had ade- 
quate appropriations. The War De- 
partment alone could easily and eco- 
nomically spend the entire $50,000,000 
in putting the country on merely a 
substantial peace footing. It can be 
stated that every dollar that the Presi- 
dent feels justified in allotting to the 
War Department will be’ expended 
within the limit of the availability, of 
the appropriation. 

“The foreign situation is confessedly 
serious, but whatever may be the out- 
come we shall improve our opportuni- 
ties to be prepared to meet any emer- 
gency. The action of Congress is en- 
couraging, as showing the substantial 
support on which the administration 
can count in the hour of necessity.” —

HAVANA, March, 9.—The arrival ‘of 
the Montgomery «as very «quiet, it 
being generally understood that she 
comes to replace the coast-survey 
steamer Fern as quarters for Capt.

Nobody is allowed on board without 
permission, but nobody is excluded if 
business or courtesy demands tii visit. 
There is no intimation of the }ength of 
the cruiser’s stay in this harbor, eny 
more than there is any news of the 
duration of the officers of the court 
of inquiry here.

FOR ELECTRIC CABLES. 


Calls Attention of Secretary Alger 
to the Fact That Congress Has 
Made No Provision for Connect- 
ing Fortifications on Lines of 
Communication. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Gen. 
Greeley, chief signal officer, has writ- 
ten the following letter to*the Secre- 
tary of War, who has forwarded it to 
Chairman Cannon of the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations: . 

‘*‘To the honorable Secretary of W 
Sir: The estimate of $20,000 for 
cables to connect electrically the for- 
tifications in the harbors of New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia, has been 
omitted from the Sundry Civil Bill as 
reported by the House of Representa- 
tives. The chief signal officer would 
be derelict in his duty did he not call 
the attention of the Secretary of War 
to the necessity of urging upon the 
Senate such an appropriation. For sev- 
eral consecutive years the chief signal 
officer has unavailingly recommended 
the importance of this matter, reciting 
the fact that some of our most im- 
portant defenses can only be reached 
by messenger. 

“The destruction of the milit 
cables between Alcatraz, Angel Islan 
and the mainland long since left the 
fortifications in San Francisco Harbor 
isolated and entirely unconnected elec- 
trically, and Fort Warren in Boston 
Harbor iswalso without reach by tele- 

raph or telephone. 

arbor it is true that several posts 
can communicate with each other over 
circuitous commercial routes, but such 
complicated methods, inadequate in 
peace even, would inevitably break 
down in case of. actual hostilities. 
These. estimates have been recom- 
mended both by you and former Sec- 
retaries of War; have been repeatedly 
urged as military necessities by the 
commanding generals of the depart- 
ments affected, and have been heartily 
approved by the commanding generals 
of the army. 

“‘Never more than today have time 
and codéperation been more potent ele- 
ments either in the industries of peace 
or the art of war. In th‘s busy world 
the most acute minds of the country 
are applying themselves to the devel- 
opment of speedy and increased com- 
munication, especially through elec- 
trical devices, and the failure of any 
country to utilize in this direction the 
highest inventive skill, must materially 
lessen its chance of success in war. 
In every other country of the world 
the entire system of harbor defenses 
for each port is connected electrically, 
so that not only is intercommunication 
and the transmission of orders con- 
stantly maintained, but the fire control 
and the direction of the defense rest 
under one master mind. 

“It must seem hardly, credible to 
either businéss men or to experts that 


Congress, after authorizing a system 


of coast defenses. to cost millions of 
dollars, should for years refuse to con- 
nect the military ‘forts around the 
great cities of New York, Boston and 
San Francisco, either electrically or tel- 
ephonically. In critical emergencies, 
such’as arise in all defenses, military 
operations at these points would, under 
existing conditions,.be inecessarily con- 
ducted without-concert or unison, thus 
needlessly jeopardizing lives by the 
thousands and property to the value of 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

“The present situation is parallel to 
that which would exist if our great 
cities, after spending tens of thousands 
of dollars in thoroughly establishing a 
fire department, should refuse to in- 
stall therwith an electrical system and 
insist that alarms of fire should be sent 
either by messenger or by the nearest

HAWAII'S SYMPATHY. 


DISASTER TO THE MAINE 
OFFICIALLY NOTICED.

KAIULAND’S’ GUARDIAN MAKES A

Senate at Washington Takes Up the 
Treaty in Executive Session—Mr.

HONOLULU, March 1.—[{Wired from 
Sen Francisco, March 9.) The Ha- 
waiian Legislature has adopted a 
joint resolution extending its deep and 
earnest sympathy to the United States 
in the great loss of life sustained by 
the destruction of the cruiser Main: 
in the harbor of Havana, February 15 
last, and, at the suggestion of Senator 
McCandless, the flag over the execu- 
tive building was placed at half-masi 
as a mark of sympathy. 

T. H. Davies, guardian of Princess 
Kaiulani, has addressed an open let- 
ter to the Hawaiians, in which he fpro- 
poses to abandon all further hope of 
@ monarchy for the islands, and main- 
tain a republic, conditionally upon the 
cessation of all further work for an- 
nexation on the part of American resi- 
dents of the islands. This proposition, 
however, does not meet with the ap- 
proval of either the natives or Ameri- 
cans, > 


TREATY TAKEN UP. 


Bacon’s Aniendment to De Consid- 
ered—Davinr’s Pians. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, ‘March 9.—Acting in 
accordance with the instructions of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
Senator Davis today: moved an execu- 
tive session of tthe Senate for the pur- 
pose of taking up ‘the Hawaiian an- 
nexation treaty. After some nomina- 
tions had been considered, he moved 
that the treaty be taken up, and that 
the Senate should proceed to the con- 
sideration of the amendment offered 
by Senator Bacon, providing for the 
submission of the treaty to a vote of 
the electors of Hawaii. This amend- 
ment is as follows: 

“That this act shall not be opera- 
tive and of binding effect upon either 
the United States or the republic of 
Hawaii, until the same shail have 
been consented to and approved by 
the majority of the voters voting at 
an election to be held in the Hawaiian 
Islands, at which election all male na- 
tives of said islands wf the age of 21 
years, and al] naturalized imale per- 
sons of the said islands, of the age o7 
21 years, shall be duly qualified voters. 
The said election shall be held at a 
time and in the manner 
regulations to be preseribed ky 
President of the United Siates. 

Senator Bacon objected to immediate 
consideration of his amendment, saying 
he had received no notice of the inten- 
tion of the committee to ask to have it 
taken up at this time, and that he de- 
}sired some opportunity to prepare him- 
self for the presentation of the reasons 
for submitting the treaty to popular 
vote of the Hawaiian people. He pro- 
ceeded to say in a general-way that he 
thought the Hawaiians should be con- 
sulted in a matter which concerned 
them so deeply as the complete change 
of their government, and to show that 
they were opposed to annexation he re- 
ferred to a’ petition protesting against 
annexation, which had been signed by 
30,000 natives of the islands, and which, 
he said, had been presented to the 
Senate by Senator Hoar. He referred 
to the Massachusetts Senator’s attitude 
in reference to the treaty, and said that 
it must have changed since his presen- 
tation of the petition. 

This remark brought Senator Hoar 
to his feet with the declaration that 
there was nothing inconsistent in the 
presentation of the petition and his 
support of the treaty. 

Senator Bacon then asked for addi- 
tional time, and also put the question 
to Senator Davis. whether it was the 
intention of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations to press the treaty to a vote. 

To this inquiry Mr. Davis replied that 
he was not prepared to say what 
course the committee would pursue 
with regard to a vote on the treaty 
beyond the fact that they did not want 
to deprive Senators who might wish to 
speak of an opportunity of doing .so. 
He also said that while he was willing 
to submit to what appeared to be the 
popular desire that the Senate should 
adjourn after the passage of the $50,- 
000,000 defense bill, he would again, to- 
morrow, if opportunity offered, move 
an executive session of the Senate for 
the purpose of going on with the 
treaty, and that he would pursue these 
tactics from day to day so far as time 
would permit. . 

The Senate then adjourned until to- 
morrow. - 

MOVING THE BOATS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—The 
battleship Oregon arrived here this 
morning from Puget Sound, and an- 
chored in the harbor. It is repwurted 
that the protected cruiser Olympia, 
now on duty at the Asiatic station, has 
been ordered to proceed to Honvlulu 
from the Orient on the 15th of this 
month, and remain there until further 
orders are received from the depart- 
ment.

many rumors are afloat of a Russian 
invasion and capture by Russian 
‘troops of a vast territory in China.

Chinese are fleeing from this province 
leaving their homes unprotected, cwing 
to the advance of 50,000 Russian troops 
through the territory, while the 5000 
Chinese troops left to guard that sec- 
tion of the country can scarcely be kept 
from throwing down their arms.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Mr. Sher- 
man’s request was agreed to, except- 
ng that relating to the compensation 
for the commission engaged in the 
sale of the Puyallup Indian resocrva- 
-ion, to which Mr. Lewis (Dem..) of 
Washington offered an amendment to 
repeal the law prohibiting the alicna- 
tion of these Indian lands within a 
period of ten years. He subsequently 
withdrew it, finding that it was sub- 
ject to a point of order, and the origt- 
nal amendment, with the others, was 
non-concurred in. 

When the amendment relating to the 
opening of the Uncompahgre rese:va- 
‘(ion was reached, with the amend- 
mont agreed unon by the conferees to 
perm (: the leasing of the min¢ral 
lands, Mr. King (Dem..) of Utah 
made a point of order against the 
amendment offered by the conferees tu 
the Senate amendment. 

After a long debate, Mr. Hepburn 
(Rep.,) of Iowa, Who was in the chair, 
sustained Mr. King’s point of order to 
the conferees’ substitute for the 
amendment. 

Mr. Shafroth of Colorado therefore 
moved to concur in the Senate amend- 
ment. The motion was contested by 
Mr. Lacey (Rep.) of Ohio, who thought 
the conferees should be allowed ‘to fix 
up a provision which would permit 
the gilsonite lands on the reservation 
to be opened to leases. Tnese valu- 
able deposits should not be allowed to 
fall into the hands of speculators. The 
House has’ overwhelmingly indorsed 
this position at the extra session. 

At this point Mr. Williams (Dem.) of 
Mississ_ppi got the floor, and under the 
latitude allowed for debate in commit- 
tee, answered a speech made some time 
ago by Mr. Dingley, contrasting the 
condition of the cotton industry in the 
North and South. On that occasion, 
Mr. Dingley, he said, had spoken of 
the possible necessity of a constitu- 
tional amendment to regulate the hours 
of labor so as to remove the disad- 
vantage under which the northern 
operatives, with their shorter hours of 
labor, suffered. The talk of such an 
amendment, Mr. Williams said, was 
absurd, and he was forced to the con- 
clusion that the purpose of Mr. Ding- 
ley’s speech was either to arouse the 
southern operatives to strikes as a 
compensation to the northern manufac- 
turers, or to create hatred in the 
North against the cotton operatives of 
the South. 


Mr. Williams read letters from many 


southern cotton mills, explaining the 
advantages they possessed over their 
northern rivals. 

Mr. Moody (Rep.) of Massachusetts 
replied to Mr. Williams, recounting the 
condition of the New England mill 
operatives and the code of laws enacted 
for_their protection. He did not be- 
lieve the New England cotton factories 
would go down before their southern 
competitors, but if they did the people 
of New England, taking inspiration 
from their granite rocks and the co!d 
cruelty of their east winds, would find 
a way to work out their salvation. 
He commended the labor laws of Mas- 
sachusetts to the people of the South- 
ern States. The debate then drifted 
back to the motion of Mr. Shafroth to 
concur in the Senate amendment. it 
was finally defeated, by 34 to 72. The 
vote was equivalent to non-concur- 
rence. 

When the free homestead amendment 
was reavhed, Mr. Eddy (Rep.) of Min- 
nesota, moved concurrence. As many 
members desired to debate this propo- 
sition, an arrangement was made by 
which four hours were to be given for 
debate. 

Mr. Sherman, who led the opposition 
to the amendment, said it involved di- 
rectly and indirectly an appropriation 
greater than Congress had just made 
for the national defense. It involved, 
he said, a direct appropriation of $12,- 
000,000, and an imdirect appropriation 
cf £25 066,000 and a future expenditure 
of proLably $20,000,000. The lands which 
this amendment proposed to turn over 
to settiers under the homestead laws 
free of cost were of two classes: First, 
land ceded to the government by In- 
dians to be disposed of by the govern- 
ment. There were 14,000,000 acres of 
these lands, upon which the government 
still owed $12,259,000. Second, lands 
purchased by the Indians were to be 
reimbursed upon the sale of the land 
to the settlers. These lands aggre- 
gated 15,000,000 acres and cost $25,000,- 
00%. The amendment would compel the 
government to pay the Indians for 
lands turned over free of cost to set- 
tlers and thus commit the government 
to a policy which in the future, would 
cost the government many millions 
more. There were nine other Indian 
reservations with an acreage of 12,199,- 
663, which might be opened to home- 
steads settlement. 

Mr. Sherman read a letter from the 


these facts. While expressing sympathy 
with. the poor and homeless of the 
country, the letter opposed the free 
home clause, saying it would in effect 
be the taxing of the entire people for 
the benefit of the few. 

Mr. Ecdy (hep.,) of Minnesc*a, 
who advocated the free-home clause, 
made a vigorous speech in support of 
it. He referred to the beneficient re- 
sults of the General Homestead Act 
of 1863, under which a millon happy 
homes had been built up in this coun- 
try. When he referred to the Okla- 
homa Free-Home Bill, passed largely 
through the agency of Delegaite Fiynn. 
Mr. Stecle (Rep..) cf ‘Indiana asked 
him if Mr. Flynn kad not. been beaten 
after securing this great boon to the 
Oklahoma settlers. 

“He was,’ answered Mr. Eddy, ‘‘but 
he ran 1000 ahead of his ticket, and if 
you do not adont this amendment an‘4 
redeem the pledge made iIn the Re- 
publican platform, many of you wil! 
be left at home at the next election.” 

Mr. Eddy said that much oppositicn 
had heen fomented against this prop- 
osition by the agricultural colleges of 
the country, who feared their trust 
funds would be threatened. He _  de- 
clared that the fears were groundless. 
These colleges were net dependent on 
the annual sales of publfc lands. 

The announcement that the President 
had signed the National Defense Bil}, 
made by Executive Clerk Praden, 
which interrupted the debate, was 
greeted with a round of applause. 

At the conclusion cf Mr. Eddy’s re- 
marks the committee rose. The House 
non-concurred in the Senate amend- 
ments to the District of Columbia Ap- 
propriation Bill, and at 4:50 p.m. ad- 
journed.

FURBISHING MILITIA LAW.

The bill is the result of a 
thorough study of tHe National Guard 
and its use in time of need by efther 
State of Federal authority.

Among other things the penalty for dis- 
obeying the call of the President is 
made subject to a court-martial, and 
old and unserviceable material used by 
the militia is allowed to be turned in 
by the States and credited at its value.

Unanimous Verdict of not Guilty. 
District Attorney Asks Continu- 
ance of Bail Bonds as There are 
Fifty-five Other Indictments Out, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) Mareh 9.— 
The jury in the case of Sheriff Martin 
and his deputies, charged with the kill- 
ing of strikers at Lattimer, September 
10, last, returned a verdict of “not 
guilty.” 

Long before the time for court to 
convene there was a great crowd out- 
side. Only a limited number were 
admitted. Judge Woodward took his 
seat on the bench at 10 o’clock. The 
jury came in a few minutes later. The 
clerk asked: ‘‘Gentlemen of the jury, 
have you agreed upon a verdict?” 

The foreman replied: ‘‘We Rave.” 
At the same time handing the clerk 
the written verdict, which was prompt- 
ly passed to Judge Woodward. After 
reading the verdict the Judge returned 
the paper to the clerk. The latter, 
addressing the jury, said: 

“Gentlemen, your verdict in the case 
of the Commonwealth versus James 
Martin et al. is not guilty, so say you 
all?” ‘‘We do,” was the reply. The 
jury was then polled and each juror an- 
swered ‘not guilty’’ ashis name was 
called. 

An attempt atapplause was quickly 
suppressed by the Judge. The jury took 
only one ballot. It was unanimous 
for acquittal. It is said the jury was 
prepared for a verdict before leaving 
the box. 

After the jury had been tl@nked and 
discharged by Judge Woodward, Dis- 
trict Attorney Martin asked that the 
defendants be required to continue 


their bail bond, as.there are still sev- | 


indictments for murder hang- 
ing over them, and thirty-eight for 
feloniously wounding. The bond was 
continued as reauested. 

District Attorney Martin says he has 
not decided what to do with these other 
cases. The prosecuting committee, it 
is said, will insist upon further prose- 
cution.

“EVERYONE'S HOME” HOUSE 
RAZED AT DYEA.

Bert Meeker Dead—Gus Kahler Sert- 
ously Barned, Will Probably 
Die—Other Men Missing. 


CONGESTION AT POSTOFFICE. 


WENTY THOUSAND LETTERS AR- 
RIVE AT SKAGUAY BY BOATS. 


No Distributing Force—Important 
Mail ‘Waits — Loud Comptinatints. 


Postmaster Takes to His Bed. 
Soldiers as Letter Clerks. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.] 
DYEA (Alaska,) March 3.—[Wired 
from Seattle, Wash., March 9. Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] By the burning of a 


‘saloon and lodging-house this morning, 


at least one life was lost and a valuable 
building destroyed. A large fire was 
averted by the prompt work of citizens 
and the providential lull in the wind at 
thattime. Bert Meeker of Portland, Or., 
is dead. Three or more unknown men 
are supposed to have been sleeping in 
the house, and it is likely: that they 
were burned to death. Gus Kahler of. 
Juneau was injured. 

The fire ‘started about 6 o'clock this 
morning by the careless handling of a 
cigar stump by a drunken lodger in the 
“Everyone's Home” House, owned by 
J. A. Douglass. It was a_ two-story 
building 30x80 feet, at River and Fifth 
streets. 

The discovery of the fire was followed 
by a wild alarm through the building, 
but so quickly did the blaze spread, 
fanned by a stiff breeze, that some did 
not escape, and others got out in their 
nightclothes. 

Gus Kahler escaped with his life, but 
the doctors say he will not live. The 
flesh fell in large pieces from his face 
He 
has a wife and child at Juneau. In the 
ruins, not yet cool enough to make a 
thorough examinaion, was found the 


‘trunk of what is supposed to be the 


body of Bert Meeker, a dealer in one of 
the gambling houses. 

Several other men are missing, and it 
is believed that other bofles and bodies 
will be found buried in the ashes, when 
the pile of burning timbers cools oft 
sufficiently to make an examination. 
A subscription was started at once for 
the relief of the fire sufferers, many 
men and families having lost all they 
had. A large sum is being raised. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

SEATTLE (Wash..) May 9.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Everyone’s Home 
Hotel, in the center of Dyea, was 
burned early Friday :norning last with 
a loss. probably of five lives.

It is reported that the charred body 
was taken out of the 
ruins. 

Two ledgers, who were asleep in the 
hotel at the time, are missing, and 
it is supposed that their bodies will 
be found when the embers cool off. 
Kahler was taken out alive, but hor- 
ribly burned. The flesh fell from his 
face and arms when rescuers moecved 
him. It is reported he died shortly 
afterward. | 

It was shortly after 6 o’cleck when 


The 
building is a two-story frame, and 
burned like pitch An adjoining 


saloon and dance hall caught fire and 
burned rapidly. Twenty people were 
sleeping in the hctel and fifteen es- 
caped in their night clothes. The 
others are supposed to have perished. 
The citizens had nothing with which 
to fight fire, and had not the wind died 
down shortly after it commenced, the 
entire south end of town would have 
burned. It is supposed that the fire 
was started by a smoldering 
stump.

They 
were to receive no pay. The proposi- 
tion was accepted by the postmaster, 
and eight or ten soldiers were sent 
in at once. They are now learning 
the ropes, and when they. have reached 
a degree of proficiency, the Skaguay of- 
fice will be able to handle any ordi- 
nary mail that may he received.

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QUICK WORK IN THE SENATE. 

Without a dissenting vote, without 
even the formality of debate, the Sen- 
ate of the United States, yesterday, 
passed the urgency Dill, which passed 
the House on Tuesday by unanimous 
vote, appropriating $50,000,000 for na- 
tional defense, to be expended at the 
discretion cf the President for the 
purpose named. Within twenty-six 
minutes after the Senate had con- 
vened the roll call had been completed 
and the bill had become a law, to all 
intents and purposes, lacking only 
the signatures of the President, of the 
Vice-President, and of the Speaker of 
the House, to give it full validity. 

The Senate adjourned at 1:35 p.m. 
At 1:40 p.m. the Speaker signed the 
bill. The Vice-President signed it at 
3 p.m., and it was carried to the 
Executive Mansion at once. At 3:40 
p.m. the President attached his rsigna- 
ture to the measure, thus making it 
the law of the land, and placing at 
the disposal of the Chief Executive the 
immense sum of $50,000,000, to be ex- 
pended for the national defense in 
such manner as the President may 
deem expedient. The cash to meet 
this appropriation is in the treasury, 
and it can all be expended, if neces- 
sary, without causing any shortage of 
funds, as a balance of about $175,.000,- 
000 of available cash would still 
main. 

The action of the Senate and of the 
House, in this matter, is magnificent. 
It is in consonance with the greatness 
and the dignity of this nation. It is 
in harmony with public sentiment 
throughout the country, which ap- 
proves the course pursued with prac- 
tical unanimity. The action of Con- 
gress, in this matter, is the epitom- 
ized expression of the people's will. 
And if another $50,000,000 should be 
needed—which in all human _prob- 
ability it will not—it will be voted 
with the same munificence and una- 
nimity. 

The people can well afford to await 
the culmination of the existing crisis 
with equanimity and _ confidence. 
With entire harmony between the 


legislative and executive branches of | 


the government, and with both these 
branches in harmony with the popular 
will, we are prepared to maintain our 
position in the face of any and all 
obstacles. Conscious that the path 
we have chosen is the path of right 
and of justice, we shal! follow it un- 
swervingly, to whatever conclusion it 
may lead.

CUBAN INDEPENDENCE IN SIGHT. 
Evidences are rapidly accumulating 
that the President, sustained by the 
almost unanimous sentiment of Con- 
gress and of the American people, has 
at last reached a determination to in- 
tervene definitely in the Cuban rebel- 
lion. There are good reasons to be- 
lieve that the proposed action contem- 
plates, not merely the recognition of 
the belligerent rights of the insur- 
gents, but the recognition of Cuban 
independence, doubtless with the sub- 
stantial guarantee of this government 
back of it, to give it force and per- 
manence if necessary. This action, 
if taken, will be quite distinct and 
independent from the course to be 
pursued with reference to the Maine 
tragedy, though the latter may have 
an important bearing upon the result, 
and will undoubtedly hasten the crisis. 

Less than one year ago, when both 
houses of Congress were bent upon 
the immediate recognition of Cuban 
belligerency, the President counseled 
moderation. He opposed precipitate 
action, and when the ultraists in Sen- 
ate and House seemed disposed to 
override his objections, he _ called 
them into private consultation, and as 
it were, took them into his confi- 
dence. What passed between the 
President and the pro-Cuban ledders 
at these conferences may never be 
definitely known. But it is.a signifi- 
cant fact that the most ultra among 
them came away from their confer- 
ences with the Executive, convinced 
that it would be best to accede to his 
Wishes, and confidert that justice 
would ultimately be done to Cuba, 
should all efforts at pacification on 
the part of Spain be fruitless.

The agitation in Congress for the 
recognition of Cuban belligerency 
was abandoned, or at least suspended. 
Gen. Weodford was sent to Madrid 
with special instructions from the 
President. Weyler was soon after- 
ward recalled, and Blanco was sent 
to Cuba in his place, bearing the olive 
branch of autonomy... The American 
Congress yefrained from any action 
Which might prejudice the experiment 
of pacification by the expedient of 
autcnomy. Full scope was given for 
the working out of that scheme, and 
the Spanish government concentrated 
its elfurts upon this forlorn hope of 
retaining its sovereignty in Cuba. 

These efforts have thus far failed 
most signally. The insurgenis have 
rejected all overtures 
and suggestions which fall short of 
the recognition of absolute Cuban in- 
dependence, even putting to death the 
emissaries sent to them with pacific 
propositions. The autonomous régime 
has proven a farce and a fiasco. Spain 
is seemingly at the end of her re- 
sources. Her power in Cuba is 
broken, and it is only a question of 
time when she must relinquish her. 
hold upon the island. Centuries of 
misrule and oppression have wrought 
their extremity of horrer, and their 


bellion. 


The loss of Cuba, to Spain, is mani- 
fest destiny. Intervention by the 
United States to establish Cuban in- 
dependence will merely hasten a re- 
sult which can not be avoided. It 


will alleviate the suffering, heal the 
'wounds of the long and_ bitter con- 
flict, and establish in the island— 
which is one of the fairest tands be- 
j neath the sun—a new era of develop- 
/ment and hope and progress.

| dent and Congress. by which prompt,

"BOLLYDICKS." 


City Hall politics are fast assuming 
an interesting phase. The customary 
wirepulling among the would-be ser- 
vants of the public is well wider way, 
and the professional office-seeker is 
walking the streets with his lightning 
rod on his hat, and a two-bit smile on 
his classic mug. Naturally the as- 
pirations of the present incumbents of 
office have been the theme of discussion 
among the city politicians, though it is 
Still too early to know how far these 
will be ratified by the peo- 
‘ple. 

There are comparatively few of the 
present City Hall officials who display 
any inordinate desire to retire to pri- 
vate life. Certainly Mayor Snyder _ is 
not among this unambitious minority. 
The first year of the Mayor’s adminis- 
tration had at least the merit of being 
innocuous, for his attempts to do poli- 
tics invariably resulted in his discom- 
fiture. He was a small unattached 
cipher in municipal affairs, and his 
chief function was to afford entertain- 
ment to the public by his unsuccessful 
attempts to block the legislation of the 
City Council. The average voter might 
have forgotten that the city had a 
Mayor but for the controversy that 
arcse over the contest with the City 
Water Company. This gave Mayor 
Snyder an opportunity to remind the 
public of his existence, and he placed 
himself at the head of the gang of irre- 
sponsible demagogues who are seeking 
to make political capital out of the 
‘water question. The notoriety which 
he received through the San Francisco 
Call convinced the Mayor that he was 
a great man. Visions of a political 
career passed before him, and when the 
Suggestion was made that Congress 
alone could afford an adequate ficld 
forhis statecraft, the Mayoral head was 


completely turned. 


Some of the Democratic politicians 
realize that in a Congressional race 
Mayor Snyder would be left at the 
post, and they are therefore urging 


him to seek reélection to his present 
Office. 


While such a course involves 
sreat self-denial, the counsel of these 
advisers may prevail. As yet His 
Honor is wrapped in silence upon this 


City Clerk C. H. Hance is an avowed 
candidate for reélection, and is confi- 
dent that he will again be the Demo- 
cratic nominee. In the last election 


Capt. Hance had a weak antagonist, 


C. L. Wilde, and he won by a hand- 


* 

City Attorney W. E. Dunn will not 
seek office in the coming campaign. He 
has definitely declared ‘that he proposes 
to devote himself to the private prac- 


tice of law. 


The City Tax and License Collector, 


John D., Gish, is now serving his ‘sec- 


ond term, and it is the commonly-ac- 
cepted theory that a city official can- 
not be elected for a third term, al- 
though there have been exceptions to 
this rule. Mr. Gish has determined to 
become a candidate for County Tax 
Collector. He relies largely upon the 
old-soldier vote. 
* 

City Treasurer W. A. Hartwell has 
not yet declared himself, though it is 
commonly understood that he will seek 
reélection. The chief argument against 
him is the fact that he is now serving 
his second term, but his friends are 
confident that his record in office will 
insure his eledtion. | 


City Auditor John G. Nichols will be 
out for the County Auditorship.” Un- 
der his administration as City Auditor 
the business of the office has been 
thofoughly systematized. He has a 
considerable follewing among Demo- 
crats as well as among Republicans. 

L. S. Seaman, the City Assessor, is 
commonly regarded as a ‘dead bird.” 
His administration has been conspicu- 


ously inefficient, and the tax roll of 


last year was replete with blunders 
and omissions. Seaman’s chief deputy, 
Bert Lewis, is anxious to step into the 
Assessor’s shoes ,and will make a fight 
for the Populist-Democratic nomina- 


tion. 


Since the adoption of the present city 
charter no Street Superintendent has 
made a sucessful fight for reéiection. 


John Drain proposes to break the rec- 


ord. He has the enmity of many of 
the street contractors, but their opposi- 
tion is not likely to prove an im- 
portant factor. Drain’s administration 
has been free from the scandals that 
have disgraced previous incumbents of 
the office. 

The complexion of the next City 
Council will of course be a matter of 
great importance. Several of the pres- 
ent Councilmen are very noncommittal 
as to their intentions, but a majority 
will probably be in the field for re- 
nomination. 

Councilman Nickell from the First 
Ward announced some time ago that 
he would not run again. There are 
those, however, who think there is a 
string tied to this declaration. © 

Fred L. Baker, the Second Ward 
Councilman, is strongly urged to run 
again by his Republican constituents. 
The ward is a close one and was car- 
ried in the last campaign by a nar- 
row margin. As yet Mr. Baker has 
not declared himself. 

The contest in the Third Ward prom- 
ises to be a warm one. Councilman 
Mathuss will have one or two strong 
competitors for the Republican nomi- 
nation. 

Herman Silver, president of the City 
Council, has made an honorable repre- 
sentative of the Fourth Ward. The of- 
fice came to him unsought, and he is 
making no effort to secure a renomina- 
tion. Should he consent to be a candi- 
date for a second term, he will have 
the support of the good citizens of his 
ward. 

Councilman C. H. Toll of the Fifth 
Ward is generally expected to he his 


|own successor, He was elected, without 


opposition in 1896, and his record in 
the Council .would make. reélection 
easy. 

L. M. Grider, the Democratic Coun- 
cilman from the Sixth, is likely to re- 
tire to private life, albeit unwillingly, 
when his present term expires. His 
ward is naturally Republican, and but 
for dissensions in the party would have 
returned a Republican Councilman in 
the last campaign. Grider runs with 
the Mayor and El Hutch, the jobber- 
wock. 


The Seventh Ward should be _ re- 


claimed from Democratic rule in the: 


next election. Ashman is satisfied with 
two terms as Councilmen, and will not 
seek reé@lection. Ed Smith the As- 
sistant Fire Chief, is an aspirant for 
the .Democratic nomination, but could 
be defeated by a strong Republican. 
The Populist, Hutchison, who now 
misrepresents the Eighth Ward, has 
proclaimed himself a candidate for re- 
election. Even the Eighth draws the 
line somewhere, however, and theinext 
City Council will probably be free from 


the incubus thet rests on the present~ 


one. ‘ ¢ 
The situation in the Ninth Ward is 
samewhat complicated. Some _ time 


ago it was understogd that Councilman 


Blanchard would withdraw at the end i 


of his term in favor of Walter Webb, 
who was then aspiring to be the dicta- 
tor of municipal politics. A change 
has since come o’er the spirit of Webb's 
dream, and he is now relegated to the 
ranks of the “has beens.” 
LONG-DISTANCE POLITICS. 

The Washington correspondent of 
the Evening Express is engaged in an 
effort to do California politics from 
che other side of the continent. Ow- 
ing to the long range and a brilliant 
ignorance of his subject, most of his 
shots are very wide of the mark. It 
would be gratifying to the people of 
California if they knew anything about 
the next election half as positively 
as this political prophet knows it ail. 

He announces to the public that 
either James McLachlan or Frank 
Flint will be the next Congressman 
from the Sixth District. Ex-Congress- 
man Bowers ‘is credited with ‘“‘a very 
well-defined idea that he would like 
to be Governor of California.” 

The correspondent also states that 
it is “generally conceded” that Sena- 
tor White's seccessor will be a Repub- 
lican from either the Sixth or Seventh 
Congressional districts. This omnis- 
cient sage goes a step further and 
names the man. 

He says that “it is expected” that 
ex-Gov. Markham will be the candi- 
date.

MASON. 


A CHARACTER SKETCH, 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—It it the 


fashion to decry “Billy” Mason as a 
jingo, a buffoon, 


a child who walks 
blindfolded, torch in hand, through a 
powder magazine. Editors countless, 
stock gamblers numberless, peace-at- 
any-price politicians have denounced 
him, because he has stood up for the 
cause of the patriots in Cuba, and be- 
cause they feared that the ticker 
would go off a few points in conse- 
quence of his speeches. More recently, 
he has been met with a chorus of exe- 
cration because he dared to lay pro- 
fune hands on the Lord’s anointed-- 
because he dared to insinuate, on the 
floor of the Senate, that the American 
people were not satisfied with the 
way the Secretary of the Navy was 
handling the Maine investigation, a 
Secretary, by the way, who, while 
begging the public to withhold its 
judgment until the facts were known, 
has not hesitated to put himself on 
record in favor of carelessness and 
error by our own officers. 

It may be admitted that Senator Ma- 
son is emotional, and s@ays more than 
he would be willing to indorse in 
calmer moments—if he .had any such 
moments. He runs away with himself, 
he declines to be bound by party dis- 
cipline; he often plays the part of a 
bull in a china shop, and as such, his 
influence has been sadly discounted; 
even among his friends. But he has 
courage; he is a genuine American: he 
has honesty; he is true to his friends; 
he will keep his word to his hurt, 
and he has other ideals than money— 
qualities not so common as they 
should be in our statesmen. His chief 
fault lies in a lack of perspective and 
an inability to distinguish between 
small reasons close at hand and great 
one far away. . 

Mason was born in New York, but 
he was brought up in Illinois, and he 
has all the fervor of the miginty West, 
joined to the slangy impudence of the 
Bowery boy, and the want of refine- 
ment of the Chicago heeler. 

For Mason is vulgar. So much can- 

not be denied, but his vulgarity is not 
of the vulgar kind, if such an expres- 
sion is intlligible. He is sv cheerful 
about it that his hearers feel under- 
currents of sympathy with him stir- 
ring within them, and are ready to ex- 
cuse the slang and the unquestioned 
coarseness of some of his remarks on 
account of the evident conviction that 
inspires them. 
‘Some men tell the truth from prin- 
ciple, some from policy, some because 
they thjnk it isn’t the truth, but 
Billy Mason tells it @s accurately as 
he is able bccause, like the father of 
his country, he cannot help telling 
anything that he thinks. Hence he is 
not popular with Mark Hanna and the 
stock jobbers, though he is a close 
friend of Senator Chandler, why» in 
some respects, is not unlike him. 

Mason is a man of remarkable ap- 
pearance. He may almost be called 
globular, standing about five feet six in 
his stockings, and rolling along about 
five feet wide in the waist. His face is 
generally wWreathed with smiles; his 
voice is deep and rumbling: his counte- 
nance is swarthy; his hair descends 
upon his shoulders like a cascade, and 
glistens with what might be suspected 
to be hair oil, were it not that the 
Senator denies that he uses anything 
ai all upon it, and of course he knows. 

He has been in Congress, with ceriain 
intervals, since 1886, and has now be- 
gun a term of six years in the Senate. 
Hence, he is probably fixed in his ways. 
Many Congressmen come to this city 
with astounding peculiarities, both of 
diess amd manner, but !ose them 
after a year or two. But when one 
has passed scathless through three 
terms in the lower +Aouse, a promotion 
to the upper is nct likely to work much 
change in him. Mason will remain as 
he is to the end cf the chapter. 

Such as he is, he is a United States 
Senator, a man who holds great power 
for good or ill, and as such he must 
be considered. It is not too’ much to 
say that he, is better fitted to deal 
with the politics of one of our city 


governments than he is with those of } 


the nation. How, then, did he reach 
the Senate? 

The answer to this, wWito its co- 
related history, shows the character of 
the man as pMainly as anything could. 
It shows him in a fine light, too, as 
well as in one not so fine. Years ago, 
when John A. Logan was up before the 
Legislature for election to the Senate, 
something a good deal like a dead- 
lock was developed. Ballot after bal- 
lot was taken without result. Mascon 
was a staunch supporter. of Logan. 
and worked for him with might and 
main, but success seemed more and 
more unlikely. ‘At last one of Mason’s 
friends hit upon him @s a compromise 


candidate. He menticned his idea to 
several others and they enthusiastic- 
ally indorsed it. This friend then 
planned to rise in his seat the next 
day, nominate Mason im 
speech, which would be seconded by 
half a dozen others, and attempt to 
stampede the Legisla‘ure for 
Looking back at this distance of time, 


it seems altogether probable that the 


plan would have succeeded. 

But Mason heard of it just in time. 
He did not sit down and cry, as Gar- 
field gid on a somewhat similar oc- 
casiom, over being compelled to prove 
treacherous to the friend whom he had 
come to support, but went out and 
worked. His friend refused to give up 
his plan, and Mason appealed to others. 
Member after member he saw, and 
told each one what his “fool friend” 
intended to do, and begged him not to 
vote for him. Said he: “It is the am- 
bition of my life to be United States 


Senator, but I can never take the nomi-* 


nation with the imputation of treach- 
ery.”” One by one he actually pledegd 
over two-thirds of the entire Legis- 
lature to vote against him if his 
friend should persist in making the 
nomination. Then the friend gave up 
Ais plan. 

When the Legislature came to elect 
a Successor to Senator Palmer a year 
ago, Alderman Madden of Chicago was 
the most prominent candidate for that 
honor, Mason being a bad second. The 
decent element of Illinois was ap- 
palled. Mason might be a misfortune, 
Madden would be a calamity. It was 
impossible to elect any one who was 
not on good terms with the machine, 
and so those who dreaded Madden, who 
stood as a type of all that was vile in 
politics, united to elect Mason. They 
succeeded, and here he {.

RIOT AT BOMBAY. 


MOST SERIOUS OUTBREAK IN INDIA 


IN YEARS. 


Plague Party Stoned and Mobbed 
by an Enormous Crowd of Caste 
Men=—Charge by Police—British 
Soldiers Killed,

BOMBAY, March 9.—[By Indian 


pble.] Trouble arose here today through 
a plague party inquiring into the cause 
of the sickness of a Mchammedat. Wo- 
man. Am enormous crow4 of caste men 
gathered and stuned and mobbed the 
party, which retired for an escort of 
armed police and then ret'trned an] re- 
demanded the surren ier of «he patient, 
which was refused. |A Parsce migis- 
trate, who exhorted the populace nut to 
resist the police, was himself struck, 


whereupon he ordered the police to 


charge. They did so, and four Mo- 
hammedans: were killed and several 


wounded. 


The disturbances spread witha larming 
rapidity, until the whole quarter around 
the Bhendi Bazaar presented a spec- 


tacle similar to that of the riots of 1893. 


The Mohammedans, who’ were joined 


by the Hindoos, assaulted every Euro- 


pean or Erasian they. met, and a 
hysterical mob attacked European 
dwellings in the suburb of Bycaulla. 
The residents barricaded themselves in 
their houses and fired blank cartridges 
from their windows, which drove the 
rioters off. 

In the mean time troops were curried 


to the scere, and a battery of artillery ~ 


is now patrolling the Bhendi Bazaar. 
The eutbreak was specially. directed 
against Christians. It is rumored that 
two European soldiers were nearly 
killed, but it is diffcult, owing to the 
excitement, to obtain correct details. 
LATER.—-The excitement has parti- 
ally subsided this evening, but the 
situation is till regarded as serious. 
Cavalry has been ordered from Poonah 
to assist in patrolling the streets, and 
the volunteers have been called out. 


-The city is in the hands of the military. 


Two members of the Shropshire regi- 
ments who were killed were walking 
unarmed. The mob battered in their 
skulls. 

Many European officers and many po- 
licemen were 
seriously injured. In several instances 
Europeans who were traversing the na- 
tive section of the town alone were 


Leaten or stabbed. Some were danger-— 


ously injured. 

Im various parts of the city plague 
ambulances were seized and burned. 
Attempts were made to burn the hospi- 
tals, and the European. nurses had nar- 
rew escapes. Finally they were escorted 
to a place of safety by the troops. 

The mob attacked the Jamsetjee Hos- 
pital and badly wounded Gillespie, the 
house surgeon, but was repulsed by rifle 
volleys, and several of the rioters were 
hilled. The total losses of ihe rioters 
are yet unknown, but the outbreak is 
regarded as the most alarming that has 
cecurred in India in many years. 


AS LONDON GOT IT

bad fired on sie mob, killing six persons 
ernd woundius many others. 

Other spevial dispatches fiom Bom- 
bay say that tre plague inspcctcr and 
thirty-seven men of the Sh-opshire 
Regiment were stoned to dea_h. 

A still later dispatch from Bombay 
says the mob attacked the Lospital, 
burned the outices and stores and sav- 
agely assaulted the doctors, killing one 
of them. Detechments of the Shrop- 
shire Regiment and artillery were hur- 
ried to the scene, a volley was fired into 
the mob and seven persons were killed. 
Before this, the dispatch adds, two sol- 


diers of the Shropshire Regiment and ¢ 


one artilleryman were stoned to death, 
The riot is aescribed as causing a tre- 
mendous sensation. All the available 
troops and artillery have been called 
out and business has been suspended.

PUT TU THE FINAL TEST. 


MITCHELL HABEAS CORPUS CASE 
IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


Question of the Validity..of the Los 
Angeles Police Court to Be 


Passed Upon—Mitchell and Chiet 
Glass Go North. 


The question of the validity of the Los 
Angeles Police Court is now before the 
State Supreme Court in the Mitchell 
habeas corpus case. A special dispatch 
to The Times from San Francisco, re- 
ceived last night, says: 

“The Mitchell habeas corpus case 
came up before the Supreme Court to- 
day, involving the question of the 
validity of the Police Court of Los An- 
geles. Assistant City Attorney Frank 
J. Thomas of Los Angeles appearei for 
the city. Attorney John T. Jones for 
Mitchell. Jones made the point that 
no action could be taken by the Su- 
preme Court without the presence of 
Mitchell, and this point the court held 
to be well taken, and ordered the 
prisoner to be produced at the mext 
nearing, which was adjourned till F.i- 


day. Thomas wired to Los Angeles to 
ae Mitchell sent up on the first 
rain.”’ 


Chief of Police Glass has been s-1b- 
poenaed to appear before the Supreme 
Court to show cause why he should not 
release Mitchell from custody. 

Mitchell was found guilty in the Po- 
lice Court of disturbing the peace 
shortly prior to Judge Van Dyke’s de- 
cision declaring the court invalid. Lle 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $30 with 
the alternative of thirty days’ imprisun- 
ment in the City Jail. He refused to 
pay the fine and was released on bail 
pending an appeal in his behalf to the 
Supreme Court on a writ of habeas 
corpus, through which it is sought to 
obtain a final decision as to the validity 
of the Police Court. 

Mitchell and Chief Glass started for 
San Francisco at 10:20 o’clock last night 
to be present at Friday’s session of the 


Supreme Court. 


ELECTRIC MAIL SERVICE. 


Between Los Angeles and Pasadena 
and Throughout This City. 

Postmaster Mathews has received in- 
formation from the denartment at 
Washington to the effect that after 
April 1 mail in this city will be trans- 
ported by the electric cars between the 
main postoffice and stations B, G, K, F; 
tions there will be four round trips 
daily, and three round trips to the 
other stations; also two trips on Sun- 
days and holidays. This will be @ vast 
improvement over the present service, 
both in point of speed and number of 
trips made each day. Under the pres- 
ent system a drop letter, if mailed in 
the morning, does not reach its desti- 
nation until some time in the afternoon 
of the same day. With the electric- 
car service such a letter would be de- 
livered the same morning. It now 
takes a wagon about three-quarters of 
an hour to bring the mail from Uni- 
versity. The electric car will have it at 
the main office in less than twenty 
minutes. 

Also, commencing April 1, the Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles Electrié Railway 
Company will convey the mail between 
Los Angeles and Altadena, delivering 
and receiving pouches from the inter- 
mediate points, viz.: Stations-A and C, 
Highland Park, Garvanza and South 
Pasadena. There will be ten round 
trips daily between the main office and 
stations and C, and seven round 
trips daily between stations C and A. 
Between the main office in this city and 
Pasadena and intermediate points there 
will be three round trips daily. Two 
of these will be extended to Altadena. 

There will be no regular postal cars 


provided for this service. The usual 
cars of the line will merely convey 
closed pouches between oe points 


named. 


A RAND 'D BONANZA. 


Yellow Aster Producing About #40,- 
000 Per Morth. 

The Yellow Aster Mining Company 
(Rand group) produced last month 
$36,000 in gold bullion, which makes 
the total product since December $67,- 
500.

WHIPPED HIS HORSE. 


A Teamster on Trial for Cruelty to 
an Animal. 


A driver of a lumber wagon, J. §S. 
Hathaway, was on trial yesterday be- 
fore Justice Morrison for cruelly beat- 
ing a horse. D. Kilpatrick and two 
other witnesses testified that Hatha- 
way unmercifully beat the horse with 
the butt end of a blacksnake whip, for 
ten or fifteen minutes: The animal got 
one leg over the neck-yoke and fell 
to the ground in its endeavor to escape 
the whip, but Hathaway continued to 
belabor the poor beast after it was 
down. 

One of the witnesses was an old 
gentleman recently arrived from Bos- 
ton. He characterized the beating as 
most uncalled for and inhumane, and 
remarked that such an- act would not 
be tolerated in Boston. It was at his 
instigation that Mr. Kilpatrick swore 
out a warrant for the teamster’s ar- 
rest. 

Hathaway acted as his own lawyer 
and endeavored to prove by two wit- 
nesses that he gave the horse only an 
ordinary whipping, because it balked 
and refused to pull 

Justice Morrison was Invited to ex- 
amine the animal, which he did, but no 
marks from the beating could be found 
on it. The court reserved decision until 
today.

WILL TAKE NO ACTION. 


Angeles Case Dropped by the 

Railroad Commissioners. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The Railroad Com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon listened 
to a communication from M. W. Arm- 
etrong of Los Angeles, who com- 
plained that the rates charged by the 
Santa Fé between Los Angeles and 
The Needles were in excess of 
maximum allowed by law. The dis- 
tance is 315 miles, and the fare for 
the single trip is $16.75, or nearly 6 
cents a mile. 

An answer to the communication was 
received from W. G. Nevin, general 
manager of the Santa Fé. He said 
a similar complaint had been made 
about two years ago, and he inclosed 
an answer made by his’ predecessor, 
the late K. H. Wade, to a former 
complaint. He added that conditions 
that existed then still prevailed, and 
that the 6-cents-a-mile rate charged 
from Barstow to The Needles, though 
apparently high, was not a high rate 
compared with rates on other roads 
in corresponding localities in Colorado 
and Montana. 

The Commissioners recognized the 
right of the railroad to charge the 
rates in force, and decided to take 
no action on the matter.

RAILROAD RIGHT-OF-WAY. 


Approved Across San Carlos Reser- 
vation—Opens Up Rich Country. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SOLOMONVILLE (Ariz.) March 9.— 
Word came to the Indian agency at 
Gan Carlos today from Washington to 
the effect that the President had ap- 
proved the right-of-way agreement

My name is Roy Gehrig of 
Milton, -Pa., and the little fellow is 
William Davis of’ St. Clair. Please 
notify our parents at once. We would 
like to be cremated, so notify our par- 
ents at once.” 

Davis says he knows nothing of the 
note and denies that there was any 
compact to commit suicide. It seems, 
from all that can be learned, that Geh- 
rig, who ‘was introduced to the ladies 
by Davis, was desperately in.love with 
Miss Cummings, and‘ that’ he and Davis 
had a dispute over her. Gehrig then, 
it is supposed decided to ‘kill Davis 
and take his own Hfe, and wrote the 
note to make the affair appear like a 
double suicide. They were each about 
19 years of age. ;

sI TUCKER, COWARD AND HERO. 


The Change Wrought in “a Boy 
When Compelled to Face Fire. 


[New York Sun:] “I was in com- 
mand of Fort Lamkin, a mortar earth- 
work in rear.of Gen. Bushrod Johnson's 
lines at Petersburg in 1864,” says 
George Cary Eggleston in his book of 
southern soldier stories that will be 
Issued by the Macmillans in a few «iays. 
“The fort was named for our imme- 
diate commander from whose ccm- 
mand we had been detached for this 
service. . 

“One day Lamkin himself came to 
me when I was at his headquarters. 
He was in trouble. 

“ “This: boy, Si Tucker,” he said, ‘is 
the son of one of the best friends I 
ever had in’ the world. The boy is a 
coward. He literally lives in a rathole. 
I Have repeatedly pulled him out by 
the legs, only to have him crawl back 
again the moment I- let go of his 
ankles. I don’t know what to do. It’s 
my duty, of course, to prefer charges 
of cowardice against him; and if I do 
he will certainly be shot, and his father 
is my.est.friend.’ | 

“He paused, and then said with ea- 
gerness in his voice: ‘Why can’t you 
take him?’ - 

“I agreed at once. I told. him- I 
would take the boy with me to my pits 


|and make ‘elther a soldier or a stiff’ 


out of him within the next twenty-four 
hours. I was under no-obligations to 
his father; I had never even met any 
of his relatives; and-I -had seen too 
many years.of service to have much 
patience with ,cowardice. 

“The boy was sent for and orderéd 
to go with me. We walked down to- 
ward Blanford Church. -At the proper 
point we turned out of the Jerusal 
plank road across the fields towaftd 
Fort Lamkin. Half-way there, and on 
top of a little hill, which was (especi- 
ally exposed to the gaze of the ye 
shooters, I made Si {Fucker sit doWn 
by my side. There we came to an 
understanding. I told him he had been 
assigned to me to.be shot out of hand, 
or to be court-martialed for cowardi¢ce. 
which, at that particular juncture of 
the war, meant very much the same 
thing. I explained to him that he w 


‘about to join a detachment composed 


exclusively of men_ specially selected 
for their courage—every one of them a 
volunteer for what was deemed a pe- 
culiarly dangerous service. I explained 
further that I should require him to 
do his duty as they did theirs. 
“’'¥You have managed to make for 
yourself,’ I said, ‘a reputation of a 
coward. You have now one last 
chance to redeem ‘yourself. You musi 
do that or you must die.’ a 
“The sharpshooters were meantim 
picking at us-most uncomfortably 4s 
we sat there. My experience as an old 
soldier strongly suggested to me that 
we ought to move ‘on. The position 
was of ‘that kind that military men 
call untenable. ‘Nevertheless, I thought 
it best to keep Si Tucker there a min- 
ute longer, for purposes of observa- 
tion, if nothing else. ~ 2 
‘***At our pits,’ I. said, ‘we have one 
uniform rule of procedure. When .a 
bombardment begins the men go _ to 
their guns. I take my stand on the 
top of the magazine mound to watch 
the enemy’s fire, and direct our own. 
If I*see that: a mortar shell is about 
to fall into one:of.the gun pits, I call 
out the pit number, and the men run 
into the bombproof until the explosion 
is over. { 
bombproof till this order is’ given. 
You must do /as the rest do. If you 
run to a bombprof before I have given 
the-order, i will be my imperative 
duty to shoot you then and there, ang 
I shall certainly discharge that duty. 
Do you fully :understand that, Si?’ 
“He thought he did, and as_ the 
sharpshooters were by this time be- 
coming .pestilently personal in their 
al‘tentions, we resumed our walk. Half 
an hour after our arrival at Fort 
Lamkin a bombardment began. I didn’t 
want to shoot that boy. I distinctly 
preferred to make a soldier rather than 
a ‘stiff’ of him. So, instead of taking 
my customary stand on the mound 
of earth over the magazine, I ordered 
Joe to that post, and placed myself 
in the gun pit to which Si Tucker had 
been assigned, «taking care to stand 
the 
to him as I 


bombproof. I spoke 
pessed. 

“‘Remember what I told you. If you 
forget, it is instant death.’ 

‘“‘He remembered. For nearly two 
hours he stood there, quaking and 
quivering, but not daring to seek safety 
by 'rétreat to a bomb-proof. By the 
time ‘that the outburst was over, Si 
Tucker had learned his first lesson in 
war. He had learned to realize that a 
man may endure a lot of very savage 
fire and yet come out of it alive. A 
few hours later, when the guns were 
at work again, Si was steady enough 
in his nerves to carry shells to the 
guns. The next day he-was even able, 
during a bombardment, to cut fuses—a 
delicate operation, requiring a steady 
hand. Withn two or three days he 
had become as good a soldier as we had 
in all that band of men, specially 
picked for their unflinching courage. 

“When the great mine explosion oc- 
urred a few, weeks later, I had occa- 
sion to rebuke Si Tucker for a fault 
quite unrelated to cowardice. We had 
been orderd to’ go with our mortars 
as near as possible to the crater and 
to drop a continual rain of shells 
among the thousands of helpiess fel- 
lows in that awful pit. It was cruel, 
ghastly work, but it was war. 
poet has justly characterized was as 
a ‘brain-spattering, windpipe-splitting 
art.’ Or, as’ Gen. Sherman once said, 
and he knew, ‘War is hell.’ 

“We were within sixty yards of the 
crater. Each one of our mortars was 
belching from three to five shells a min- 
ute into that hole; but Si Tucker's en- 
thusiasm was not satisfied. Having no 
personal duty to do at the moment, he 
began plugging shells with long fuse§, 
lighting them, running with them toc 
the margin of the pit, and tossing them 
in as hand grenades. He was greeted 
by a tremendous volley of musketry at 
each repetition of his performance; but 
he did it three times before we could 
stop him. 

“That evening, near the gloaming, he 
did another thing. The lines had 
that time been restored. The men 1! 
the crater—those of them who had not 
been’ killed—had been driven back to 
the Federal side. We became aware of 
the fact that a peor fellow of. our owh 
was lying grievously wounded near the 
Federal side of the fifty yards that 
separated our works from the enemy's. 
He had been lying there through all 
that long, flerce summer day. The ex- 
plosion at daylight had cast him ihere. 
His g1cans and his cries for help and for 
water were piteous in the extreme. We 
listened to them heart broken, but help- 
less—all but Si Tucker. 

“Si began stripping.off his clothes; we 
thought he had gone mad. But wef 
we asked him why he was stripping 
himself he replied: ‘Never you mind,’ 
With that, stripped-to the -skin, he 
leaped over the werks, ducked his heaw 
low, and ran through the hailstorm a 
bullets to where the wounded man lay 
Grasping him quickly, he slung hizt 
upon his back like a bag of meoe2l, ar®@ 
ran back with aljl his might. As Mt 
crossed the works he-fell headlong. The 
surgeon found three bullets in his bedy.

IN HAVANA. 


WHAT THE CUBANS SAY ABOUT THE MAINE

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of a crescent moon. When we passed 


that way a few days ago, en route io |. 


Guanabacoa, how proud we were of our 
gallant warship and the men _ who 
swarmed her decks! The road to Ja- 
ruco lies through a most beautiful 
country of rolling hills and royal 
palms; or rather, how beautiful — it 
must have been before this dreadful 
war. Nature has done her best for it, 
in climate, soil and scenery. Three 
years ago rich plantations, prosperous 
villages, country houses and _ sugar 
mills covered every mile of it; now all 
the cane fields and orchards are 
burned, the houses and mills in ashes, 
the villages mere heaps of ruins. Here 
and there-is a small block fort, or “a 
straw-thatched camping station for a 
portion of the.Spanish army; but not 
a sign of other occupation or a single 
trace of the former inhabitants. ‘The 
latter, who have not been killed in 
battle or died in prison, are all among 
the reconcentrados who are starving at 
Havana or Jaruco, or are among the 
200,000 already dead by starvation. The 
insurgents have burned cane fields and 
killed the cattle and destroyed the 
villages, to prevent the Spaniards from 
being benefited by them, and the Span- 
iards in retaliation have destroyed the 
people. Our train strongly 
guarded by Spanish soldiers, for ev- 
ery hillock might.hide a troop of in- 
surgents, and trains are frequently at- 
tacked. Under pretext of adjusting a 
refractory window, a dark-visaged, 
poorly-dressed stranger—evidently a 
rebel in disguise, whispered in my ear, 
“Don’t be alarmed, the insurgents will 
not attack this train; there are Amer- 
icans on board!” It is said that the 
movements of all foreigners in Cuba 
are closely watched, by Spaniards on 
one side and the rebels on ‘the other; 
so that, notwithstanding the extreme 
kindness and courtesy. we are con- 
stantly receiving, there is always the 
uncomfortable feeling. of being ‘“‘be- 
tween two fires.” 
Our visit to Jaruco happened to oc- 
cur on the second anniversary of the 
raid of the late insurgent chief, Maceo, 
when he laid the city in ruins. Be- 
fore that day it was rather an impor- 
tant place of 12,000 inhabitants; now 
it numbers about 5000, three-fourths of 
whom are in a state bordering on star- 
vation. Aside from the sadness of its 
desolation it is one of the most pic- 
turesque places I-have ever seen. The 
streets straggle hap-hazard up and 
down- stony hills;- the pink and biue 
and pea-green houses. mostly mere 
roofless shells, with:only’ portions of 


their walls left-standing; the church | 


is a fort, surrqgunided :by a_hastily-. 


erected barricade af stones, and the 


most .prominent features are now the’ 
quarters of the :Spanish: soldiers, the 
‘prison’ and: graveyafd. The latter is 


an immense bare inclostre on top of 
a hill.. A small}. chigh-walled spuce 
shows. the cemetery of;two years ago— 
all the rest havimg“been added since 
many were 
killed inthe battle. “Oh, nobody was 
Killed: then,” they said: “there was no 
battle. “Maceo only rushed through, 
burning villages as he went. After- 


ward the Spanish soldiers followed in 


pursuit and murdered many people; 


but most of those in*the cemetery have 


died of miseria.’’ That is the disease 


which. afflicts. all rural Cuba. The 


name was coined by-the physicians who 
attended the starving reconcentrados, 


and now it is so recorded in the burial 


ertificates. It means “misery” noth- 


ing more—the gaunt shadow that has 
depopulated the’ country. It happened 
that the. first carload of food from the 
United States was attached. to our 
train: We did not know it when we 
left Havana, and were in no way re- 


sponsible for the good deed; but the 


grateful Jarucans could not be made to 
understand that. In spite of our re- 
peated protests and explanations, that 
we came merely as visitors and had 
nothing to do with the food, the entire 
population turned out to welcome ‘us, 
headed by the Jefe, the Alcalde and the 
Judge; we were escorted in state 
through. the. city, followed by several 
thousand. people, given the best break- 
fast the place ‘afforded, loaded with 
gifts of flowers and birds; and to cap 
the climax, your humble correspondent 
was addressed by a delegation of la- 
dies and presented with an official doc- 


ument, signed by many names, which 


made her the ‘“‘Patroness of the Pub- 
lacion!” In vain I. tried to dodge the 
honor, and to. persuade the people to 
wait for Miss Clara Barton, who would 
probably’ come to Jaruco later on, and 
make her their ‘“‘Patroness.” I was 
the first American woman who had 
visited them, and upon my defenseless 
head the full measure of their grati- 
tude was wreaked! It was as heart- 
breaking as ‘embarrassing.’ very 
large majority of-the crowd were like 
living skeletons—an army cf beggars, 
with swollen feet and emaciated bod- 
ies, victims of .fever, hunger and 
“miseria.” Patiently they followed us 
about, from street to street and house 
to house, where we were led by the 
“delegation” like lambs to the slaugh- 
ter, and at every opportunity they 
pressed to kiss my hand. How guilty 
I felt to eat the breakfast served in 
the moson, with that hungry crowd 
waiting patiently and respectfully out- 
side! How I begged the “delegation” 


to let the sightseeing go—that I would 


come another day for that, if they 
would only open some of those blessed 
bales and boxes and feed the hungry 
multitude. “Si, Sefiora, juerida, no 
so moteste,” they said; “Yes, dear lady. 
Don’t disturb yourself; they shall be 
fed tomorrow.” 
United States the cover would have 
been knocked off and the multitude fed 
within an hour after the train arrived; 
but “mafiana’”’ (tomorrow) rules all 
things in Spanish-America. The kind 
and benevolent souls, actuated by the 
very best intentions, could not be made 
to realize that for the starving imme- 
diate work would be far better than 
a thousand words; and the reconcen- 
tradcs themselves, expecting nothing 
else, meekly folded their skeleton arms 
and waited for mafana. 

Such harrowing tales as were told to 
us by motherless children and tearful 
women. Space will permit me to re- 
peat but one or two: 

A girl.of 10 years, with arms nct 
much bigger than my thumb and badly 
swollen feet—indicating the dropsy 
caused by “imhpevtrished blood—said 
that she was the eldest of five broth- 
ers and sisters, the father and mother 


‘both dead. She was cladin a single 


Had it been in the. 


ragged garment, dirty beyond descrip- 
tion, and was the worst case of itch 
I ever beheld. We bought some medi- 
cine for the disease and explained its 
application and provided the family 
with food for a few- days—but what 
good will that doin the depths of their 
misery and the hopelessness of their 
future? If the readers of The Times 
could have been with me that day in 
Jaruco, they would not rest until aid 
societies were formed for the making 
of garments for these wretched crea- 
tures. Elaborate clothes and cast-off 
finery are not needed; but sacques 
and skirts of serviceable cotton, made 
in various sizes, and blouses and trou- 
sers for the boys, would be an Iincal- 
culable boon. The United States will 
send food through the bounty of the 
government, but it rests with my coun- 
trywomen to cover some of this na- 
kedness. In the last lot of supplies 
that arrived in Havana came a large 
lot of black buttons, sent by some gen- 
erous-hearted merchant. “How  uge- 
ful!” exclaimed Miss Barton, as she 
gazed upon them, but it seemed to me 
that some garments upon. which to 
place the buttons would be of more 
service just now. 

Another case was that of a good- 
looking, refined: woman, -perhaps 35 
years of age, dressed in neat but 
shabby blaek, with the saddest eyes I 
ever Saw. She said that two years 
ago she and her husband were in good 
circumstances, owning a small planta- 
tion upon which they employed six 
men and their wives. A few days af- 
ter Macea’s raid the Spanish soldiers 
came in hotapursuit. The latter in- 
quired which way the rebels had ta- 
ken. They did not know, being out 
of the line of Maceo’s march, and 
therefore could give no information. 
Believing that they were lying to 
screen their friends, the Spaniards 
killed her husband before her eyes, 
and the six other men on tle ‘planta- 
tion, and burned all their buildings to 
the ground. Her only daughter, 15 
years old, was shot while attempting 
to shield the father, and the baby in 
her arms received a bullet’ wound in 
the back which crippled it for lffe. 
She has her land—and nothing else 
but her sorrow, and is now among the 
hungry reconcentrados. 

_ I hope we did one little grain ef good 
in the prison—but am not sure of it, 
as Spanish promises amount to little. 
We found an old man named Mata- 
morasin a dark and noisome cell, where 
he had lain for two years—apyparently 
forgotten. _He had been an insurgent 
at the beginning of the war, but gave 
himself up when the promise came to 
release all those who voluntarily came 
back from the field. He was promptly 
released, but arrested next day “on 
suspicion.” And here he has_ been 
Since, in almost total darkness and 
‘-wretchedness beyond description. Now 
he is merely a breathing ekeleton, tco 
weak to raise his head, with the most 
terrible eyes I ever saw in a human 
countenance. When the door was 
opened the horrible odor of the un- 
ventilated hole turned use faint. With 
a faint, howl. like that of a dying beast, 
the old man called for water. 
jug ef unclean water stood near his 
bed, but a strong man could hardly 
have lifted it, and there was no cup. 
He said he had been fed a spoonful of 
rice that day, no more, and that he 
was perishing of thirst and hunger. 
We hastened to the house of the Span- 
ish commandant and begged His Ex- 


man, Matamoras, removed to a cleaner 
and lighter cell atid that friends out- 
side be allowed to bring him food. fhe 
commandante was politeness personi- 
fied-and promised all we asked. If we 
had requested that the doors be thrown 
wide open and the man set free, he 
vould no doubt has promised just as

later, no telegram has been received.

KING OF THE SCORCHERS. 


OFFICER FIFIELD’S BICYCLE 
‘ORD REMAINS UNBROKEN, 


But He Has Renounced the Silent 
Steed and Now Arrests Others 
Who. Ride Too Fast—Severnl 
Scorchers in Court. 


The spectacle of Officer Fifield In the 
role of a complaining witness against 
speedy bicyclists caused. some merti- 
ment, yesterday, at the expense of that 
officer, as it is not s0 many years 
since he himself established a bicycle 
road record that has never been beaten 


over 300 pounds, but, despite his pon- 
derous heft, was one of the first po- 
licemen in Los Angeles to learn to ride 
a wheel. He was cured of the “scorch- 
ing’ habit, however, early in his career 
-as a cycler. 

Fifield, confident of his skill as a 
wheelman and unmindful of his great 
weight, essayed to ride down First- 
street hill at Boyle Heights, without a 
brake. That was before the street 
was graded and the hill was much 
steeper than it is now. Once started 
on the descent, he found that back- 
pedaling was out of the question. His 
300 odd pottnds gave great momentum 
to the wheel, which increased by 
geometrical progression as it shot down 
the grade. The pedals revolved so 
rapidly that he was soon unable to 
keep his feet upon them. To throw 
himself off the wheel or collide with 
anything at the speed it was going 
meant instant death. All he could do 
was to steer clear of obstructions and 
coast till the law of gravity should 
ane the runaway “‘bike’’ to a stand- 
still. 

Fortunately the obese officer managed 
to keep in the middle of the road, al- 
though he narrowly escaped collision 
with a cable car and several teams. 
People whom he passed could not make 
out what it was that shot by. All they 
could see was a blur in the atmos- 
phere, and a cloud of dust, accom- 
panied by a roaring sound. Several 
_tenderfeet, lately arrived from Kansas, 
thought it was a cyclone that was 
tearing along the street, and they in- 
stinctively fled toward the nearest cel- 
lars for shelter. | 

Not before he was half way up the 

east slope of the First-street viaduct 
did Fifield regain control of his silent 
steed.. The perspiration stood in great 
beads on his forehead and he had to 
cinch his belt up two holes, so much 
flesh had he lost during his wild ride. 
Since then he has carefully avoided 
down grades when riding a bicycle and 
has kept strictly within the eight-mile 
limit, as becomes a /aw-abiding citizen 
and officer. 
The sight of a scorcber excites Officer 
Fifield ever since he coasted down the 
Boyle Heights hill. It is not to be won- 
dered at, therefore. that he occasion- 
ally arrests one. Two of his victims, 
George Ricé and W. Webster, appeared 
before Justice Morrison yesterday, 
pleaded guilty to the charge of riding 
faster than eight miles an hour, and 
paid a fine of $1. ; 

F. J. Reardon, arrested by Offfcer 
Redfern, and C. A. Webster, arrested 
Officer S. N. Baker, also. pleaded 
guilty and were fined $1 each for vio- 
lating the bicycle ordinance. 

“Two of Officer Baker’s victims EI. T. 
Thompson ‘and J. Brown, managed to 
establish their innocence. The officer 
testified that he-arrested them for rid- 
ing across the. intersection of Main 
and Sixteenth streets at. a .speed of 
more than four miles an heur. The de- 
fendants. and. .several ‘2ye-witnesses 
testified that they were riding ata slow 
‘gait.and were arrested just ds they 
reached the intersection and oefore 
they had an opportunity to cross it. 
Preponderance of testimony fuvored 
the defendants and they were ‘dis- 
charged, igh 

lL. Bates, for whom a bench warrant 
was issued Monday afternoon for ria- 
ing on the sidewalk, appeared befure 
Justice Morrison Tuesday. morning and 
had the matter satisfactorily adjusted. 


SOLAR PLEXUS BLOW. 


Effects of Assault Mistaken for In- 
toxication. 

As the result of the acquittal of A. 
H. Munn of the charge of being drunk 
last Friday night, a warrant wags is- 
sued yesterday for the arrest of J. 
Hyland, keeper of the Louvre cigir 
stand on South Spring street. 

Munn, on the witness stand, admitted 
that he had been drinking, but denied 
that he was intoxiceted. He was cn 
his way home, he said, when a inan 
stepped out of the entrance of the 
Louvre saloon and struck him a yvio- 
lent blow on the chest. He fell to the 
sidewalk, and was nicked up uncon- 
scious by the police, who locked him 
up as a common ,drunk. He said he 
was still suffering from the effects of 
the blow. 

Officer McClure, who made the ar- 
rest, testified that he was on the oppo- 
site side of the street when Munn fell. 
He dropped with such a thud that it 
attracted his attention, and he crossed 
the street to investigate. The cigar 
man was there, and had partially 
picked the prostrate man up and 
‘propped him against the building. Mc- 
Clure asked Hyland what ailed the 
fellow, and he said he was drunk. The 
officer thought it was simply a case of 
too much liquor and sent for the patrol 
wagon. He did not know hat hap- 
pened before Munn fell, but it never 
occurred to him that the fellow was a 
victim of violence. 

Hyland testified that Munn came out 
of the saloon drunk and fell in front 
of the cigar stand. The fall stunned 
him, and witness tried to help him to 
his feet. That was all he had to do 
with the case. 

Sergt. Smith and Patrol-driver Mc- 
Kenzie testified that Munn appeared 
to them to be drunk. They did not no- 
tice that he was hurt. Furthermore, 
the prisoner acknowledged being drunk 
after he regained consciousness. He 
conversed in a silly, maudlin way, and 
had all the indications of a man under 
the influence of liquor. A. D. Bresnell 
and a man named Walters, both un- 
known to each other and not ac- 
quainted with either Munn or Hyland, 
testified, however, that they saw Hy- 
land step in front of Munn and strike 
him a solar-plexus blow that brought 
him to the sidewalk and rendered him 
unconscious. Brosnell’s testimony, es- 
pecially, was so circumstantial that 
the court was convinced he was telling 
the truth. At any rate, Justice Morri- 
son acquitted the defendant without 
waiting to hear the argument of 
Munn’s counsel. 

On the strength of the testimony of 
the two witnesses who swore positively 
that they saw Hyland strike Munn, a 
Warrant for the arrest of Hyland on 
the charge of battery was issued, but 
he has not yet been arrested. 
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such people.

SATISFIED WITH FIGURES. 


Further Evidence Tending toa Show 
That Pipes Drain from the River. 
To the persistent layman, who de- 

terminedly sits out the hearing in the 

suit by the city against the Crystal 

Springs Company, et al., there is bound 

to come some little mathematical 

knowledge—or he will go crazy. Such 

a one being surrounded on three sides 

by maps and plans, many of strange, 

intricate designs, and: confronted by 
learned counsel on both sides as well 
as the court, Knowledge is imbibed from 
the wells of wisdom that are con- 
stantly bubbling up by absorption. 
On Wednesday Engineer T. B. Lip- 
pincott testified to a maze of figures 
regarding the fiow cf the river and the 
infiliration pipes, and yesterday morn- 


ing was taken in hand by Mr. Chap- 
man, fer cross-examination. He was 
made to traverse much of the same 


ground over again, and the noon hour 
hadevery nearly arrived before he was 
released by the defense. 

Mr. Dunn then made an offer to de- 
fending counsel that if they desired to 
select an engineer, the plaintiff would 
also appoint an engineer, an these 
two could go into the field and take 
a new series of measurements 
the river and on the disputed ground, 
the expense to be taxed on as costs. 
This offer was made, so counsel stated, 
inasmuch as he inferred from the in-

Upon redirect. examination, Mr, Lip- 
pincoett stated that at bridge No. 11, the 
water had been curned from the river 
over the erst filtration bed, and had 
overflowed a tract about 175x300 feet. 
A portion of this water returned to the 
river at bridge No. 12, about five hun- 
dred feet down below bridge .No. 1. 
The cross section map cf the river be- 
tween these two pconts, showed the 
dgcopressed surface into which the over- 
flowed water ran, and apart from the 
smell amcunt of water that found es- 
cape at bridge No. 12, it was all drawn 
to the filtration pipes and carried - off 
in that way. <Along the surface, too, 
Witness stated that little dykes, stand- 
ing from. six to eighteen inches’ in 
height, had been put up, and these had 
the effect of retarding the velocity of 
the water and helding it over the pipes. 

W. Mulholland, the City’ Water Com- 
pany’'s superintendent, was recalled just 
to testify to one fact, but while he was 
upon the stand he Fad something to say 
regarding the state of affairs between

‘Fateful February. 
[Washington Star:] The month of 
February, though shortest of all in 
the calendar, has this year produced 
far more than its share cf history. It 
stands, indeed, in the variety and im- 
portance of its events throughout the 
world .as one of the mest momentous 
months the world has known for many 
vears. In the Far East the world’s 
most powerful nations became inyo. ived 
in a complication that at one time 
seemed to threaten the peace of both 
Asia and Europe. Negotiations vitally 
affecting the future of the Chinese em- 
pire resulted, and a crisis was barely 
averted. Meanwhile the _ trade fela- 
tions between Germany and.this coun- 
try was seriously disturbed through an 
effort oft the part to Germany to ex- 
clude American fruit. Several dread- 
ful disasters occurred, including the 
logs’cf the Alaskan steamship Clara 
Nevada with ferty persons. President 
farrics' of Guatemala was assassinated 
and a revolution followed, which, with- 
out further disturbing the peace of the 
republic, resulted in.a change of ad- 
ministration. French troops invaded 
British ‘territory in Africa and caused 
a disturbance in the relations of France 


and England, which, though official 
disclaimers quickly followed, may yet 


produce troublesome consequences. The 
French nation became intensely excited 


by reasen of the intervention of the 
rovelist Zola in the affairs of Capt. 
Dreyfus, charging the army with 


grossly improper ccenduct and motives. 
His trial revealed a desperate state of 
a“‘fairs in the republic, the judicial pro- 
ceedings becoming the ebject of the 
most severe and significant criticism 
from all parts of the civilized world. 
,King George of Greece was fired upon 
“by unknown assassins, but escaped un- 
hurt. Meanwhile this country has 
been kept in a ferment by reason of 
two events closely associated and bear- 
ing upon the.possibilities of a rupture 


of the peaceful relations with Spain. 
The disclosure of the letter from the 


Spanish Minister at Washington to a 
semi-ofiicial friend, and his consequent 
departure from this country caused an 


excitement that was immediately 
dwarfed by a national calamity, the 
destruction ef the battleshin Maine 


in the harbor of Havana and the death 
of the greater part of her crew. This 
tragedy was but a fitting close of a 
month that has brought upon the world 
an extraordinary amount of suffering. 
passion and excitement. It is to.be 
hoped that March will not continue to 
accumulate reasons for regrets and 
fears.

BANKERS’ ALLIANCE POLICY-HOLD: 
ERS GET A NEW DEAL. 


The Deal With the Chicago Gurran. 


tee Company Repudiated by the 


Receiver—Policy-holders to 
Side-tracked into the Mutual 
Reserve. 


Within a very short time from the 
date of W. J. Washburn’s appoint- 
ment as receiver of the moribund 
Bankers’ Alliance he left for the East. 
He witnessed the dying throes of the 
organization and’then went east to 
attend the funeral of a relative—as 
it was reported—but his objective 
point was Chicago. 

A day or two later the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Association of New 
York had taken certain of:the rooms 
previously occupied as offices: by the 
Bankers’ Alliance, and people inter- 
ested in insurance matters began: to 
talk.

Receiver Washburn has not returned 
to the city, but it is known now that 
he went east to Chicago to try to 
call off the deal made by Pres‘dent 
Curry of the Bankers’ Alliance with 
the Chicago Guarantee Fund Life So- 
ciety, by which all of the policies of 
ihe late Alliance were turned over to 
the Chicago company. His reasons for 
so doing are set forth tn the fcl!owing 
circular which each old policy-holder 
in the Bankers’ Alliance will receive, 
accompanied by some of tne literature 
of the Mutual Reserve Fund J.ife As- 
sociation: 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 9, 1898. 

“To the policy holders, Bankers’ Al- 
lance: It is no longer a secret that 
J. O. Curry, late president o? the Bank- 
ers’ Alliance, attempted to do an un- 
derhand and selfish thing when he re- 
cently tried to trans*er your insurance 
interests to the Chicayo Guarantee 
Fund Life Society.

Receiver Washburn began to 
examine into the affairs of the Alli- 
ance, so the story runs, he found that 
J. E. Curry, president of the @Pankers’ 
Alliance, had made a contract with 
Chicago Guarantee Fund Life Society 
by the terms. of which he agreed to 
turn over as many of the policies of 
the Alliance as he cou!d to that insti- 
tution in return for a money consider- 
ation, which was to be paid, not to the 
claim-holders of the Alliance, but to 
himself. In so doing both Mr. Curry 
and the Chicago company made lc 
selves parties to an unlawful act. Act- 
ing upon the advice of his attorney, D.

ONSIDERING thefact that mil- 
lions of miles of wire and half 
the States of the country are 
included in our telephone sys- 
tem, and that we havo something like 
250,000 subscribers, it isn’t strange 
that some peculiar things happen 
over the long-Mstance lines,” said the 
telephone man, as he leaned back in 
his chair after connecting Omaha and 
New York, just to show how easy it is 
to talk across 1600 miles. 

“The other day the papers printed 
a story of how a bank president in 
Minneapolis presided over a meeting 
of directors in Lowell, Mass.,” he 
went on. “That was correct enough, 
but it wasn’t such an unusual thing 
as one might infer from reading the 
accounts of it. It has become quite the 
regular thing for railroad and bank 
directors who can’t get to the regu- 
lar place of meeting to be connected 
with the meeting place by wire; by 
the use of a large transmitter he is 
able to hear everything that goes on, 
and to take part in the proceedings 
almost as well as though he were on 
the spot. I know, too, that the dis- 
tance ‘phone has been used to close 
some of the largest commercial trans- 
actions that have taken place in this 
country during the past five years. 

“The use of the long-range tele- 
phone for great business affairs seems 
natural enough, for the high charges 
are trivial compared with the inter- 


@sts involved. Kut anybody who hasn’t 


had a chance to learn from being in 
the. business, would be astonished at 
some of the messages that go over 
the wires.and for which the senders 
pay good round sums in the way of 
tolls. I suppose the reason for this is 
that the telephone is still compara- 
tively new to most people; they look 


upon it with something of wonder and 


they like to experiment with it to see 
if it will do all that is claimed for it. 

“Here, for instance, is a case that 
wa had last night and which is one of 
a kind that we get six days in every 
week. A Cincinnati man had come on 
to New York on business. He had 
evidently just left his train when he 
came to the ’phone and called up his 
Ohio house. There evidently wasn’t 


any particular reason for it, except 


his desire to talk! with his family. One 
after another, the mother and five 
children came to the ’phone and ex- 
changed a few sentences with the head 
of the house. In such long-distance 
work, where the charges are high, it 
is customary for the operator to 
notify the user of the wire at the end 
of each five minutes of the time so 
that there won’t be any confusion 
about the cost at the end. In this case 
the conversation kept dragging out 
and the night manager, who had the 
wire, notified the man every five min- 
utes, each time being met with the 
reply, ‘I’ll take five minutes more.’ 
The Cincinnati man was determined 
that every one of his family should 
hear his voice and he didn’t care how 
much it cost. Last of all the baby was 
brought to the transmitter, a young- 
ster who could just lisp ‘hello, papa,’ 
and then the man settled his bill for 
$108 without a murmur, doubtless 
feeling well repaid in having listened 
to his baby’s coo across that dis- 
tance. 

“Of course that’s an extreme case 


{n the size of the charge, but in other 


respects it isn’t an unusual thing, es- 
pecially with westerners. It seems to 


me that about one in every ten men, 
whether they come from Chicago or 


some: little cross-roads town; rush off 
to the telephone the first thing when 
they ‘strike New York; and ‘call up the 
wife or sweetheart whom they ‘have 
left behind at home. To the outsider 
their little home _ gossip or 
nothings don’t ‘seem to amount to 
much, but I dare say it makes life 
pleasanter for those who are inter- 


ested, so nobody else can object to it.: 


.TELEPHONED TO HIS DOG. 

“I remember a case more peculiar 
than that of the Cincinnati man that 
happened while I was manager in the 
Chicago exchange. A man in the city 
had a fox terrier of which he was 


very proud, while the dog was as com- 


pletely devoted to him. He had to go 
to some place in Michigan on bD.s:ress 
which kept him away for several 
days. As soon as he had gone the dog 
began to suffer from a severe attack 


of loneliness. He wouldn't eat, and

McKinley kept constantly in 
touch with the Republican headquar- 
ters both in New York and Chicago, by 
means of the telephone, and he re- 
ceived the first official notice of his 
election in that way. When important 
bills are under consideration in Al- 
bany, the telephone wires connecting 
that city with certain offices in New 
York, are kept hot most of the time. 
The big exchanges keep close watch 
of.the tariff legislation and financial 
discussions in Congress in the same 
way. President McKinley, by the. way, 
is the first Chief Magistrate to make 
regular use-of the telephone in the 
White House for communicating with 
his Cabinet officers and Congressional 
advisers. When he wants to speak to 
them, instead of sending for them, as 
his predecessors did, he steps to the 
‘phone with a ‘HE€llo, Gary!’ or ‘Is 
that you, Gage?’ and thereby saves 
a lot of time. : 
A TELEPHONIC SYMPOSIUM. 
“Some little time ago some citizens 
of Montclair, N. J., anxious for some 
new form of entertainment, hit upon 
what they called a ‘telephone sympo- 
sium.’ They arranged for special 
quick connections and then listened, 
to short speeches, songs and jokes 
from a dozen different parts of the 
country.

‘of the Rio Grande; also the protest of 
Mr. Horcasitas, representing. citizens 
of Mexico, against the construction of 


dams by the Rio Grande Dam and Irri- 
Company, and the action 
thereon. 

This commission was appointed under 
a treaty concluded on May 6, 1896, be- 
tween Mexico and the United States, 
providing for the investigation of the 
various questions bearing upon the dis- 
tribution of the waters of the Rio 
Grande, and-.the contruction. of a dam 
near El Paso. The Rio Grande, finding 
its source in Colorado, flows southward 
through New Mexico until it reaches 
El Paso, where it turhs southeastward 
and becomes the dividing line between 
For three months 
in the year, during the rainy season and 
the time of melting snows, the river 
is bank full. For nine months in the 
year it is nearly dry. 

In 1853, a treaty between the United 
States and Mexico /made the river 
common property. It has been shown 
that, since that time, damages to the 
extent of $18,000,000 on our side, and 
$1,000,000 on Mexico’s side, have ac- 
crued. It is held that all thése dam- 
ages are due to us, because our peo- 
ple have exhausted the water. The 
Mexicans get little of it, except at 
times when they need it least. 

Some years ago, Col. Anson Mills of 
the United States army, proposed to 
solve this problem by constructing a 
dam across a narrow gap between two 
mountains through which the river 
flows. Nature seems to have intended 
that some such thing should be done. 
The gorge is only a short distance 
from the city of El Paso, to which it 
gave a name—Paso del Norte. 

Some years ago‘preliminary examina- 
tions were made by Engineer Follette 
of the United States Geographical Sur- 
vey, but they were not thorough and 
no borings have yet been attempted to 
determine the strata to be encountered 
and the kind of formation that can be 
secured as a foundation for the walls 
of the dam. This, of course, is very 
important, as it will be necessary to 
prevent filtration of the water and se- 
cure the dam against the enormous 
pressure of the floods. A general sur- 
vey has shown that a dam 400 feet 
long and sixty feet high will furnish a 
reservoir sixteen miles long, two miles 
wide and sixty feet deep, or about 
thirty square miles lineal measure, 
which would be sufficient to hold the 
entire present flow of the river for a 
year, and furnish irrigation for mil- 
lions of acres through the entire valley. 
Those whe have seen the irrigated gar- 
dens and farms along the banks of that 
river know what this means. 

In 1891, when this survey was made, 
the estimated cost was put at $1,100,000, 
but now it will cost much less because 
of the improvement in machinery and 
the lower prices of labor and material. 
More than half this money will be re- 
quired to remove the tracks of the 
Santa Fé and Southern Pacific rail- 
roads, which run through the gorge. 
The dam itself will not cost more than 
$500,000, but the grade*of the Santa Fé 
Railroad will have to be raised for 
more than fourteen miles, and that of 
the Southern Pacific for more than six 
miles, and a new right-of-way will 
have to be found for them, which wil] 
be expensive. .- 

Congress wants all information it can 
get on this subject before authorizing 
any work.

ALMOND-EYED BABIES. 


THE CHINESE BABY SHOW AT THB 
MINING FAIR, 


A Unique Exhibit, Graphically Des- 
cribed—Two Hundred Chinese 
Youngsters, in a Hollow Square. 
Awarding the Prizes, _ 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 5.—Two 
hundred Chinese babies in a hollow 
Square and not a whimper. There was 
no limit as to age, for the San Fran- 
cisco Mining Fair wanted as many of 
the juvenile beauties cf Chinatown as 
possible. But the smallest baby was 
Oo, with invisible ears like a chicken, 
and tiny feet that would go in an 
after-dinner coffee cup. Oo has known 
just two months, but is already in 
trousers, and his beady, black eyes are 
bright as a sparrow's. He never wept 
a tear, and when he was lifted up to 
receive his special prize, was not at all 
afraid and winked like a Confucian 
sage. Many people pronounced it the 
most interesting day of th2 Mining 
Fair. 
bright and clean and smiling and neat 
as new pine. No detail of the toilet 
had been forgotten. From embroidered 
slipper to shaven poll, they were ar- 
rayed in their best. There were satin 
blouses that shone in the sun with a 
silvery shimmer. There were embroid- 
eries of wonderful birds and bees and 
flowers, never seen on land or sea. The 


‘little boys were shavVén and the little 


girls had their hair stiffened and pcl- 
ished and dressed as though for the 
grandest function, with little bird cages 
and fringes of beads and paper flowers 


| atop. There was a great twinkling of 


metal and much shining of green jade. 
A new fashion in infant headgear 
showed a halo of stiff pompons that 
rise above the infant’s somber eyes. 


Others wore huge rosettes of silk on 


each temple, like a joss, and one little 
girl had a mane of black silk cue- 
strings: hanging down from the back 
of her head. Even the baby complex- 
ions had been looked after. On the 
smooth, yellow eheeks appeared the 
most lovely patch of pink rouge, put 
on quite frankly in the Chinese fash- 
ion. The rosebud mouths were touched 


up and the narrow brows beautifully 


penciled. No wonder the children 
looked pretty, like a rosebud garden or 
a flock or gayest butterflies. : 

Proud fathers and fond mothers ac- 
companied the children. Not a tear- 
drop fell from the almond eyes, but the 
parents were there to bask in the ad- 
miration expressed by the Caucasians. 
Each child had a bag of candy furnished 
by the management, and the fachers 
and mothers popped the sweets in 
whenever a mouth opened. There were 
two pairs of twins, one in a bewilder- 
ing array of levender, pink, yellow and 
green in the beautiful oriental com- 
bination. These twins were 33 months 
old, the.daughters of Leong Ton, who 
fondly said that he was gled they were 
girls—preferred girls to boys, anyway. 
The other twins were also girls, and 
some of the Chinese mothers, who had 
known them for years, stoutly as- 
serted that they were not twins. But 
the mother ought to know, and her 
word was taken. They received the 
prize, whereat the mother who did not 
have twins made spiteful comments. 
It was quite like am American baby 
show. One baby who did not get a 
prize was Lee Young, a plump and pre- 
posessing infant of 20 months who 
might have posed for the original in 
the “Cat and the Cherub.”’

They slid off their seats and pushed 
and crowded, until the bears were 
removed, lest they should break up the 
baby show. 

Never were children so self-possed or 
so oblivious of scrutiny. It was only 
when ‘the prize-winners were lifted 
to the platform by strange arms that 
the stoicism of the oriental dropped 
away as a mantle and the fright of a 
child took its place. Ah On, who took 


_the prize as the handsomest boy, ap- 


peared to the spectators under some- 
what unfavorable circumstances. When 
lifted from his mother’s arms he wept 
piteously. By the time he was on 
the platform he was shrieking. All this 
time the child was kicking like a pol- 
lywog, and his shoes threatened to fly 
into space any moment. Joseph Fong,

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

FOREST TREES. The University of 
California is gathering data regarding 
the growth and value of all important 
forest trees on the Pacific Coast. The 
forestry experiment stations have sup- 
plied young trees, which the Southern 
Pacific Company has caused to be set 
at all stations reached by its lines. The 
trees will be in charge of the section 
bosses, who will care for, them and 
make due report as to their growth. 
This in a few vears will give a mass 
of valuable data which the university 
will publish. Special attention Is, of 
course, paid to the search for timber 
trees adapted to this climate, and 
those which will thrive on alkali soils. 
Not only are the oaks and other tim- 
ber trees of this country being planted, 
but importations from Australia-~ and 
Asia, especially the Zelkova keaki, the 
great timber tree of Japan.

EGGS, BUTTER AND CHERSE, 

The weakness of eggs is augmented by the 
cut rates made by some retailers, who are 
selling at 10 cents a‘dozen. 

Butter is still very weak, but is stiffening 
up a little since stocks of eastern and process 
butter are getting out of the way. There is 
till enough poor butter on the market, how- 
ever, to keep price for the better grades 
down to bedrock.

The Resignation of Rev. Burt Estes 
Howenrd Accepted. 

A largely-attended meeting of the 
trustees and.congregation of the First 
Presbyterian Church was held last 
evening in the Sunday-school room, 
which ?s an adjunct of the church 
building, at the corner of West Twen- 
tieth and Figueroa streets. 

The meeting had been called to con- 
sider the resignation of the pastor, 
Rev. Burt Estes Howard, which had 
been placed in the’ hands of the trustees 


‘| some time before, and which Mr. How- 


ard insisted on being accepted. The 
meeting was harmonious throughout. 
The pastor was present and made a 
brief address, again asking that his 
resignation be accepted, and a resolu- 
tion to that effect was unanimously 
adopted, March 28, being the date fixed 
for the same to take effect. Until that 
time there will be no change in the 
relations of pastor and church, but 
what move will be made at that time 
remains as yet altogether undeter- 
mined. , 

Another resolution, which was also 
adopted last evening without dissent, 
was one ratifying the action of the 
board of trusiees in making a tender 
of the entire church property to the 
Presbyterial Committee in settlement 
of all cleims upon the church. This 
offer had been referred by the commit- 
tee to the Central Church, one of the 
organizations which the presbytery had 
sought to form from the First Pres- 
byterian Church, but the offer was re- 
fused. And so the matter at present 
stands, With a suit at law pending to 
determine the property rights, and the 
church about to lose the pastor who 
has stood by so valiantly by it in all 
the trials through which it has passed.

REPUBLICAN CONVENTION NOM- 
INATES CITY OFFICERS. 


Anti-Monopoly and Anti-Saloon 
Pliatform—Wedding of Salwation 


Army Soldiers at Their Hall. 
Notes and Personals. 


PASADENA, March 9. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The Republican convention in 
Grand Army Hall this afternoon was called 
to order by Chairman Stearns of the Re- 
publican City Central Committee, who called 
for the nomination of a temporary chairman 
of the convention. G. A. Gibbs was elected 
chairman. Messrs. C. M. Davis and H. S&S. 
G, McCartney were chosen as_ secretaries. 
Committees were appointed gs follows: 

Platform and Resolutions—Jam2s McLach- 
lan, J. R. Greer, Jr.; J. W. Wood, B. W. 
Hahn, Dr. A. H. Palmer. 

Credentials—George C. Horton, William 
Prince, Dr. T. S. Greene, S. Washburn, 

Rules, Order of Business and Permnent Or- 
ganization—John §. Cox, Edwin Stearns, 
T. Downing, James Clark, George T. 
Patten. 

After the recess of twenty minutes, to af- 
ford the committees time to prepare their re- 
ports, the convention re-convened and the 
Committee on Rules, Order of Business and 
Permanent Organization made its report, which 
was adopted, and the temporary organization 
declared the permanent organization. In the 


report, as accepted, the speeches of nomina- 


tion were limited to five minutes, and the 
seconds to two minutes each. 

The report of the Committee on Platform 
was adopted, the platform as adopted being 
as follows: 

“‘We the Republicans of Pasadena, in con- 
vention assembled, declare that we favor a 
broad and liberal policy in future legislation 
to the end that present investments may not 

unnecessarily depreciated, and new invest- 
ments be cncouraged, resulting in a healthy 
competition in all utilities of life. Fully 
realizing that no branch of the public service 
is today more prominently before the public 
than the question of transportation, we do 
hereby welcome all lines of transportation 
desiring to enter our city, and to accord to 
each proper and reasonable facilities, under 
just limitations and restrictions. 

‘We deprecate the unbusinesslike policy 
that wastefully grants valuable franchises 
for railways, electric lighting, telephone or 
telegraph lines upon terms incommensurate 
with their values. 

‘‘We further believe that the interésts and 
if practica- 
ble, al] wires for use in the conveyance of 
electricity, telephone or telegraph purposes 
shall be either placed underground or in the 
alleys of the immediate business center. 

‘‘We hereby declare and pledge ourselves to 
an economical and honest administration of 
the affairs of this city, We are ‘proud of the 
progress already made in road-building in 
our beautiful city, and believe that poorly- 
kept streets and ungraded roads not only de- 
tract from the appearance’ of the city at 
large, but actually diminish the market 
value of all realty; 

“Therefore, we pledge to this branch of 
the public service our special attention. 

‘“‘We recognize that the bicycle as a mode 
of transportation has come to occupy a place 
in the necessities of business, and demand 
that the future building of roadways shall 
provide for its safe and convenient use. 

‘“‘We are now, as we always have been, 
opposed to the saloon in Pasadena. 

“We recognize the right of petition as 

aranteed to us by the organic law of the 
and and pledge ourselves to duly respect the 
same at all times.’’ 

Nominations were then in order. Senator 
©. M. Simpson nominated Edmund Lockett 
for the position of Trustee at large. The 
nomination was seconded by William Prince, 
and was réceived with applause. There be- 
{ng no other nominee, the rules were gsus- 
pended and Mr. Lockett was declared the 
nominee of the convention by acclamation. A 
Trustee from the Third Ward was next in 
line, and J. W. Wood presented the name 
of Horace M. Dobbins as the unanimous 
choice of the delegation from the Third Ward. 
The nomination was seconded by Ward B. 
Rowland, 

Mr. McCartney of the Second Ward placed 
in nomination John B. Helen, and J. , 
Rossiter seconded the nomination. Upon the 
result of the ballot being annonuced, Mr. 
Dobbins was declared to have 89 votes and 
Mr. Helen 5. The nomination of Mr. 'Dob- 
bins was made unanimous. 

Mr. McLachlan nominated Dr. T. Sumner 
Greene for Trustee from the Fourth Ward.

THE FORTIFICATIONS MANNED BY 
BATTERY D, THIRD ARTILLERY. 


A Battalion Being Organized in 
Readiness for Emergencies—The 


Monterey Coaling—Coursing at 
Coronado, 


SAN DIEGO, March §.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Battery D, Third Artillery, moved 
this morning; bag and baggage, from the 
barracks in this city across to Ballast Point, to 
take charge of the fortifications. For the 
past week about twenty-five men have been 
working, in night and day shifts, making 
roads and getting ready for the mounting of 
the three big guns that are to frown down 
upon any hostile fleet that may become pos- 
sessed of the idea of entering this port 
against the consent of the United States gov- 
ernment. For several days past Capt. Pol- 


at work removing the third gun from the 
lighter to the emphcement, and now every- 
thing is ready for the mounting of the guns, 
or will be by tomorrow evening. 

In the emplacements stations are provided 
for officers and lookouts, where the move- 
ments of a hostile fleet can be noted and 
directions given to the gunners. To handle 
each cf the guns, in time of war, requires 
three shifts of twenty-five men each. This 
means 225 men for the three guns, not count- 
ing the torpedo encasements, where about 
thirty or ferty more men are needed. 

The gunners themselves do not do the aim- 
ing when the weapons are being fired. They 
simply place the gun in the position indi- 
cated by an officer, who may be a mile or 
more away, by electric signal.

“STORIES or GOLD” TO BE TOLD 
IN ALLEGORY.
